The lone robber is at last behind the bars 
at the Four Courts. He entered the city yes - 
terday afternoon atthe head ofa triumphal 
procession, the admired of a vast 
throng that crowded around the 
depot and then rushed madly up 
street to the Four Courts to catch a glimpse 
ofhim.

They then 
boarded a Chonteau avenue car and 
rode to Market and Fourteenth 
streets, from which point they 
walked down to the Four Courts.

MURDERED FOR MONEY. 


Three Persons Killed by Robbers in a 
Quebec City. 


St, ALBANS, Vt., June 3.—Ormi Eddy, his 
wife and daughter Emma were murdered at 
Clarenceville, Quebec, last night. Robbery is 
the only motive that can be assigned for the 
crime. Eddy was a well to.do farmer 
and lived on the Beach Ridge road 
about three miles from Alburgh Springs, Vt. 
At 5 o’clack this morning his hired 
man noticed smoke issuing from Eddy’s 
house nearly a quarter of a mileaway. His 
suspicions were aroused by the fact that the 
family was not in the habit of getting ug} so 
early. Hedressed and ran overto Eddy’s 
house, which he found to be in flames. He 
rushed into the burning building 
and discovered Eddy’s body with 
the skull crushed in lying on the 
floor. He pulled the body outside and 
aroused the neighbors, the nearest of whom 
lived a quarter of a mile from the Eddy 
house. Three of the neighbors groped their 
way into the house in search of Mrs. Eddy 
and Emma, the daughter. The body of the 
mother, whose throat ha been cut, was 
found in one room and that of the daughter, 
who had been in the 
same way, With. dimi- 
the taken out. 
They were completely dressed, abi Mr. Eddy 
had on all his clothes except his shoes and 
stockings. The flames were soon beyond con- 
trol and it was impossible to save any of the 
household effects. It was known that Mr. 
Eddy had gold in the house, but the fire and 
smoke prevented the neighbors from ascer- 

wae eet anything had been 
supposed from 
* shat the victims were 
dressed that the murders were committed 
early last evening and the fire was accl- 
dental. It is not likely that the murderers 
could have had the hardihood to return and 
set fire tothe house at a time when it was 
light enough to be seen. Mr. Eady was 
probably killed first by being struck with 
some blunt instrument. It is supposed 
that his wife and daughter attempted to 
escape and were then murdered. As the 
bodies were found in different rooms it is be- 
lieved there were two or more murderers. 
who Was an extensive grower of 
and broom corn, was 60 years 
old. His wife was somewhat younger 
and his daughter was 26. All three were 
members of the Methodist Church, Emma, 
who was pretty, Was to have been married 
within a short time toa Montreal newspaper 
man, who lives in Montreal.

He said that 
the only thing that would save the grip 
would be the lack of nerve on the part of the 
crowd to take forcible possession. While he 
had no legal right to the valise they had no 
legal right to take it from him. He 
managed to elude them while wait- 
ing for the delayed train, hid in 
a baggage-room at the edge of the tracks, 
und then when the officers and pension clerks 
lined up along the platform in the rain 
slipped through the crowd and boarded the 
train ju st as it pulled out. 

Folled in their attempt to arrest the 
United States officers, afraid to knock down 
the correspondent and takethe coveted va 
lise, as they could have done, for they were 
eight to one, they piled onto the train and 
remained, in the vain hope that they would 


find Waite boarding the train at an up-coun- 
try station. 

Waite didn’t let the driver hold up the 
hard- pushed team until it was well over the 
Minnesota line, a drive of thirty-five miles by 
the route selected. 

The posse would rush out to the station as 
the train pulled up at the small ＋ og scour 
the country to geit a glimpse of the fleeing 
Government officer and then rush back into 
the car where the correspondent sat with the 
precious valise held fast between his legs and 
the seat. The last station before the Minne- 
sota State line was crossed they gave up the 
fight and left the train. 

The valise was placed in a safety vault in 
Minneapolisand this morning Spectal Pen- 
sion Examiner Waite and their valises and 
—— documents are on their way to Washing- 

on. 

To-night Waite received permission from 
Commissioner Lochren in Washington — 
make a statement for publication. e say 
that he did not take the step ne did without 
urgentand conclusive reasons. He says that 
the Commissioner of Pensions ordered the 
investigation, but that his (Walite’s) actions 
in seizing papers, opening a sealed x con- 

tainiag papers with a can-cutter, were in 
the full belief that the box contained copies 
of official documents of a confidential na- 
ture, of which Van Leuren could not have 

gained possession otherwise than by dishon-» 
ést—if not criminal—methods, and were acts 
for which he holds himself wholly responsi- 
ble. Itis believed that when the evidence 
now in the possession of the Government is 
made public it will showa bad condition of 
affairsand hang up a large number of pen- 
sions pending investigation. 


THE STORY IN WASHINGTON.

Clatmants who are already draw- 
ing pensions can be ce-rated without any 
evidence except the report of the local Ex- 
amining Board. 

Commissioner Lochren said to-day that all 
the facilities of the bureau would be em- 
ese to get at the bottom facts of these 

uds and bring the rascals to justice. 

The department is engaged in: iavestigat- 
ing another series of frauds of an extensive 
character in New Mexico. More than 3,600 
cases have been drawn for examination, and 
itis conddently expected that a large num - 
ber of fraudulent pensioners will be stricken 
from the list. Commissioner Lochren pro- 
poses that the pension roll shall be indeed a 
roll of honor.

KANSAS COAL MINERS, 


Two Thousand More Called Out—A Gen. 
eral Walk- Out by Tuesday Night. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 3.—President Walters 
of the United Mine Workers’ Association, 
visited Osage County to-day, and called out 
the 2,000 coal miners of that county. Several 
hundred quit work this evening and the en- 
tire number will walk out of the mines be- 
tore Tuesday night. They have no part icu- 
lar grievance of their own, but quit in sym- 
pathy for the 6,000 coal miners who are sow 
on strike in Crawford and Cherokee Coun- 
ties. 

President Walters sent to Gov. Lewelling 
to-day the following statement of the griev- 
ances of the miners: 


No one can regret more than I do that our miners 
are in this trouble. but there was no way around it. 
The reductien now — by the compantes 
amounts to about 30 cents a day. This the miners 
eannot accept and keep their families. Our miners 
are now paid about 20 per cent less than the 
miners in the Eastern States, and their expenses 
are higher than almost any other State. Our wages 
— 35 per cent lower than in Colorado. We are not 

fighting for recognition as an organization. 
We are simply demanding fugt wages for our 
labor, and if the company will pay the price the 
men will return to work. We are demanding no 
more than the miners just across the line in Mis- 
souri are 2 At Minden, Mo., not more than 
half a mile from the State Line, "and at other Mis- 
souri shafts, not over 400 yards from our imines, 
they have beer paying 2% and 3 cents a bushel up to 
the time of tne walk out. which is all that we ask for. 
It you will look at the report of Labor Commissioner 
Betton you will see that the miners in cur goanty. 
averaged only $1.05 for each working da = 
the year. Now the companies propose to reduce 
st lll lower. The miners cannot make a living at the 
price offered.

SURVEYING ALASKA’S BOUNDARY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 3.—The Canadian 
and Unitea States surveying parties are all 
reported to be under way dy Prof.

Lo Can Dissolve Parliament After Par- 
| Ulament Until He Finds One Willing to 
Pass Hid Army Bill-A Compromise 
Measure May Ee the Outcomes of the 
National Agitation—Herr Liebknecht 
as He Appears in the Canvass. 55 


Bunt, June 3.—One figure which stands 
Out boldly in the political campaign is that of 
Bugene Richter, leader of the radical People’s 
party, who is fighting a flerce battle against 
the bill. Heisa heavy, thickset man, witha 
grip like that ofa bulldog, never letting go 
of what hehas geized. He is essentially a 
fighter. Society for him is a combination of 

false superiority made to defraud a common 

„ man of his ‘natural rights. He is a typical 
unpractical radical, and son of a West- 
phalian army surgeon who was radical in his 
profession. He has talked radiealism from 
hisinfancy. Hisfirst crusade was against 
the classical languages. ‘‘I do not see 
the use of the irregular verbs, he said in the 
heatof youth. Hebecame a civil service 
official in Prussia, and promptly wrote a 
pamphlet in which he declared that as long as 
the police exercise legislative, judicial and 
executive functions, Prussia is 
not a constitutional kingdom. He care 
fully mailed a copy of this pamphlet 
to each superior. Soonafter he was in 
search of employment. Since then he has 
divided his time between political economy 
and Parliament. At 28 he was a Prussian 
Deputy. He lives alone in a little house 
absolutely filled with pamphlets and docu- 
ments which are arranged in marvellous 
order. The only object not of necessity for 

political use is a plain cage contalulng a 

canary. 

WORSHIPPED BY HIS FOLLOWERS. 

Herr Richter is worshipped by his followers 
for his single-mindedness. The other day he 
was supporting a candidate in the first dis- 
trict of Berlin. The candidate was an old 
hero of’48.The place of meeting was one of the 
greatest halls in the Capital, a great winter 
garden. Beer flowed like water at Niagara, 
compargtively speaking. The candidate 
aroused great enthusiasm by asking, ‘‘Is it 
true patriotism to follow blindly the advice 
of pretended military specialists? Is it not 
rather servilism unworthy of titizens of a 
constitutional State?’’ 

Herr Richter, speakingin the same strain, 
raised the small tradesgyen’s clerks to an in- 
Gescribable state of éxultation. His tre- 
mendous voice, fearlessness zin speaking for 
them, left them convinced that they had 
saved the country. Speaking ofthe defec- 
tion of the right wingof the party, he said: 
am used to defeat, but I willnot be beat- 
en. Iwill fightthis fight as I have fought 
others.“ There is no doubt that he will 
goonfightingtothgeend. He has spoken of 
the possibility 6f the Government promul- 
gating law without the consent of the 
Reichstag. This, he said, would be a coup 
de etat, a revolution. We will not yield to 
violence. We will fight for the constitu- 
tion. 

Asanexample of Richter’s thoroughness 
of purpose, heis opposing the candidature 
at Oldenburg of one of the chiefs of that por- 
tion of hisown party which supported the 
Huene compromise. One great result of the 
election according to many is going to be the 
increase of strength of the Socialist party. 
Its leaders declare they will have sixty mem- 

bers in the new Reichstag and believe it. The 

Socialists were in the electoral field long be- 

fore the others. 

MAY BE A COMPROMISE. 

That Emperor William will get the army 
bill passed ina modified form by the Reich- 

stagg about to be elected is the opinion of 
shrewd observers competent to prophesy. 

The Government, it is predicted, will have 

a majority inthe new body made up of Con- 

servatives, National Liberals, Poles and dis- 

sentients from the Freisinnige and Center 
parties. Thatthe greater part of the Ger- 
man people are averse to paying more taxes 
is evident. But the army bill is not the only 
consideration ia the election, while the most 
valuable influence in its favor is a commer- 
cial one which will be exerted in Chancellor 
Caprivi’s favor and against Rhenish and 
Silesian aristocracy and their rabid protec- 
tionism. Baron Von Huene, who with others 
has broken with the Centre party, proposed 
an addition of 63,000 men tothe army. which 
is about what will be accepted. The rural 
nobility, large and small landed pro- 

rietors, are against the bill, because 
resh ‘charges in taxes fall most heavily 
on their interests. So are the Socialists and 

Anti-Semites-enemies of movable capital 

and speculation. But the people of the great 

commercial towns ofthe north, all who de- 

pend in any way on the great banking inter- 

ests, are with the Chancellor for the sake of 

his commercial treaties. This accounts for 

the recession from Herr Richter’s Freissin- 

nige party, the real importance of which he 
is not inclined to acknowledge. The same 
large Class does not wish to endanger the 
prospect of a commercial treaty with Russia, 
which would restore prosperity to the Baltic 
por: The great banks of Berlin have made 
a tuhd to contribute to the election expenses 
of all Liberal cagdidates who will undertake 
to vote for a compromise on the military law 
satisfactory tothe Government. The league 
of seventeen bankers, as it is called, and the 
attitude of the people of the great Hause 
towns are serious things for Herr Richter, 
the Kadical People’s party leader, to con- 
template.

PAUPERS AND SICK FOR SOLDIERS. 

„After the fallure to obtain the surrender 
of additional men asked it will be necessary 
to enroll those who should be in alms-houses 
and hospitals. Former officers say these new 
recruits of sick and worn-out men would 
make a rear guard useless in case of victory, 
and dangerous in defeat, bat Chancellor 
Caprivi has said no man shall remain at home 
in the coming war. 

From 1872 to 1892 the army cost 11,600,000, 
That is the pay at two marks a day of 19,328, - 
832 workmen for a year. Each year 966,428 
workmen are thus cheated out of asum equal 
totheir pay.

of weakness, Many Socialists, forget- 
ting the good manners of their 
chiefs, broke up a Polish meeting in 
Posen and a Centrist gathering at 
Aschaffenburg.

Ihe reason for 
this bitterness is that the Socialists are often 
unable to find meeting places of their own.

IN ALSACE-LORRAIN 

The state of affairs in Alsacs-Lorraine {is 
queer. The Alsatians find many of their old 
enemies of the Germany party as bitterly 
opposed to the increase of the army as 
themselves. They can, therefore, hardly be 
accused of treason any morethan their Ger- 
man neighbors. The Government is making 
extraordinary efforts to elect its candidates. 
Out of 23,000 registered electors at Stras- 
bourg, s,000, almost entirely Germans, who 
are in Government employ, have been prac- 
tically ordered to vote for Petri, the Govern- 
ment candidate. L 

Unfortunately, they remember that on one 
occasion, he wishing to de agreeable to the 
natives, suggested that the Government 
should employ only Alsatians in their own 
country.

This can only be done 
legally and constitutionally by the Reichstag.

In addition to the opposition in the election 
that will come to Gov. McKinley because of 
his tariff views, he will have to carry the 
burden of an administration not the most 
successful in the history of Ohlo. He has 
been particularly unfortunate in the 
selection of his chief appointees. A half 
dozen scandals have resulted from these ap- 
pointments, two of which were quite 
notable. One resulted in the (forced 
resignation of Col. E. J. Pocock, his 
Adjutant General, after a brief in- 
vestigation, and the other, arising in the 
office of his Inspector of Shopsand Factories, 
W. Z. McDonald, is under investigation, and 
the developments have been very dfscredita- 
ble to McDonald. Ifthe Foraker Republicans 
should be indifferent in the campaign, as it is 
believed they will be, should McKinley heau 
the ticket, the Democrats will have an excel- 
lent chance to carry the State. 

In a recent interview ex-Gov. Foraker 
made some very significant remarks bearing 
upon the probable part he will take in the 
campaign. When asked as to the propriety 
of inserting a certain plank in the platform, 
he said he would leave the making fof 
the platform tothose who expected to cdrry 
the election. He was then asked if he in- 
tended to present the name of Gov. McKin- 
ley tothe convention, as he did two years 
ago; his reply was: 1 shall not attend the 
convention. 

In spite of his oft-repeated statement that 
he could not accept the nomination for Gov- 
ernor this year, one hears the name of ex" 
Gov. Campbell used a great deal in con- 
nection with the Democratic nomination, and 
many Democratic politicians Insist that Mr. 
Campbell must be made the nominee. 
It is certain that no man in 
the party is more popular with 
Ohio Democrats than he, and his nomination 
would arouse the party to action as the 
nomination of no other man mentioned 
would. But his refusais to run have been 
plain and positive, and he evidently means 
just what he has said. 

Other persons mentioned as probable can- 
didates forthe Democratic nomination for 
Governor are Judge Samuel F. Hunt of Cin- 
cinnati; Walter B. Ritchie of Lima, Senator 
Brice’s old law partner; John J. Lentzof this 
city; ex-Congressman L. T. Neal of Chilll- 
cothe; W. A. Taylor, who was defeated for 
Secretary of State by a few votes last fall, 
and Virgil D. Kline of Cleveland.

GOV. FLOWER SAYS HE MAY BE AGAIN NOMINA . 
TED AND TAMMANY WILL SUPPORT HIM. 

CHICAGO, June 3.—Gov. Flower has been en- 
lightening the Western politicians on the re- 
lations of Mr. Cleveland with Tammany. He 
said: ‘‘Last fall Tammany Hall carried New 
York State for Mr. Cleveland. In the precea- 
ing campaign the organization, which repre- 
sents 3,500 committeemen, met and cast a 
unanimous ballot for David B. Hill to be the 
nominee for President. Tammany Hall and 
nearly ali the workers for the Democratic 
party in New York State did not think it wise 
to nominate r. Cleveland, but after his 
nomination in Chicago last June every man 
in Tammany’s ranks gave him his earnest 
support. I know of notrue Democrat in the 
State of New York who does not to-day give 
the President his heartiest support. If there 
is any dissatisfaction inthe rank and file of 
Tammany, I cannot place it. We are every 
one of us Cleveland menand shall be united 
in support of him until the end of his term 
and probably after its expiration, if he is 
again made the leader of his party in 
another campaign. There is no reason why 
Mr. Oleveland should not de the 
nominee of in 1896. 
One presidential has intervened 
between his administrations.

PURGE THE PENSION LIST. 
The SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH publishes 


to-day a complete list of all the pensioners 


of the late war residing in this city, with 
the amounts they draw from the Govern- 
ment and the causes of disabilities. This 
is the first time the names of these pen- 
sioners have been made public. The pub- 
lication is made with the full consent of 
the Administration at Washington. It is 
the result of an earnest purpose, executed 
with determined enterprise and laborious 
effort, to promote thea work of reforming 
the pension system and purging the pen- 
sion list of all pensioners not fairly en- 
titled under the law to governmental aid. 
It is the most important step that could be 
taken in furtherance of this great task. 
The publication is not in the slightest 
degree intended as a reflection upon the 
veterans honestly entitled to pensions. No 


good citizen would have the generous care 


the country owes them diminished by one 
jotora single deserving old soldier cut 
from the list. The pension list of brave 
and honorable men who are reaping the 
bitter fruits of wounds received and hard- 
ships endured in patriotic service is a roll 
of honor. 

It is to purge the list. of all taint of dis- 
honor, in which end no citizens are more 
interested than the honest.veterans, that 
the plan of publishing the names of pen- 
sioners has been undertaken. The charge 
is made that millions of the enormous 
sums paid by the Government on account 
of pensions go to undeserving persons, that 
many aredrawing pensions who neither 
need nor are entitled to them, and that 
many frauds have been perpetrated upon 
the bureau by raseally pension agents and 
their accomplices. 

It is charged that loose and irregular 
practices have been prevalent in the de- 
partment and that frauds and impositions 
have been accomplished through tricks 
and political pulls. 

The best way to discover the truth is to 
make known the facts. The old soldiers 
themselves, knowing the facts, are the 
best judges of the truth of the charges and 
the best allies in any work of reform. 
Those whose experience has shown them 


the difficulties which often beset the 


deserving in getting their dues, will 
discover from the list of pensioners 
whether tricks, abuses, dishonest prac- 
tices, unfair applications of the law or 
political pulls have given advantage to the 
undeserving. Knowing the names. of the 
pensioners the ex-soldiers will recognize 
those notentitled tothe pensions they are 
drawing. 

The publication of the St. Louis list is 
only a beginning. Other lists will follow 
and itis expected that other newspapers 
will take up the work until the whole pen- 
sion roll is made public. The value 
of this work is, therefore, easily recog- 
nized. The names of all pensioners will be 
subjected to the ecfutiny of the public and, 
what is of far moreimportance, to the 
scrutiny of all veterans. Thus theaid of 
thousands of personsin position to know 
the rightfulness or wrongfulness of the 
pensions granted will be obtained. The 
possibility of arriving at the real facts 
will be vastly increased.

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LAYING IT ON WOMAN. 


It must not be supposed that the revolu- 
tion which is putting women in the place 
of men in so many kinds of business is 
going on without some protest. A Cin- 
cinnatian not only opposes the employment 
of women, but declares that the female 
is the cause of a great many business fail- 
ures.’’ Certainly there have been frequent 
failures in business in the last three years, 
and if their cause can be traced to women 
the tracing should be done at once, that 
the odium may not rest upon our cur- 
rency or upon our trusts and tariffs 
and promoters. Says this man of 
Cincinnati, further: Go to a lawyer’s 
office where the female is and what do you 
see? The old lawyers, the young lawyers 
and the clientage conversing with the fe- 
male. Gentlemen of the legal profession, 
is this true? Is the law’s delay to be still 
further prolonged by this feminine inno- 
vation? But the Cincinnatian does not 
stop at the lawyers. He goes on: Go to 
a business house where the female is and 
what do you see? The old proprietors, 
their sons and the male help convers- 
ing with the female at every op- 
portunity and neglecting their busi- 
ness. Go anywhere the female is em- 
ployed and you will see the same 
thing. This is startling, and we hesi- 
tate te believe, but the man professes to 
be a truthful witness and his testimony 
may at least raise doubts. In considering 
the causes of the financial stringency we 
have not taken the feminine employe into 
account at all. Ifthe typewriters, sales- 
ladies and other feminine workers are 
causing gold to leave the country, Mr. 
Carlisle should know about it. Let our 
statesmen and financiers at once turn their 
attention to this new theory and see what

tories, dormitories, shops and campus can 
be obtained. This decision of the Board of 
Directors marksa new epoch in the history 
of this noble institution, and one likely to 
be far reaching in its effects upon the youth 
of the Mississippi Valley. The transfer of 
Washington University to a new site, 
involving as it does its equip- 
ment with modern buildings and ap- 
pliances, is a most important question. 

If the plan outlined by the directors is 
carried out on a broad and generous scale, 
it means that St. Louis is to be the seat of 
influence in this whole region in culture 
and in learning, as well as in commerce. 
It means immeasurably more to St. 
Louis than this. It means that a 
long step has been taken in es- 
tablishing a spirit of learning which will 
make university life and university culture 
more sought after. 

The average St. Louis boy does not look 
forward toa university training. There 
is no such general desire for such training 
as is to be found in older university towns. 
Nothing will do more to stimulate in the 
eommunity the desire for education than 
the removal of Washington University to a 
proper site, and its equipment with the 
best. buildings and appliances, where by 
its very position and attractiveness it 
would bea constant appeal to this whole 
commuaity in favor of a higher ae

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FORMAL MORALITY. 


The strength of antiquated ‘ideas was 
never so well illustrated as in the Sab- 
batarian movement which is now devastat- 
ing the country. In several States pros- 
ecutions have been instituted against Sun- 
day newspapers and in others individuals 
have felt the rod of bigotry for performing 
the most trifling duties of domestic life. 
Old laws buried beneath the lumber of 
civilization have been dug up and invoked 
to punish acts which to the finer moral 
sensibilities of modern times are indifferent 
or positively praiseworthy.

towards righteousness.’’ Christ never 
hesitated to dispense with a Mosaie rule 
when it involved a restriction of spiritual 
or moral activity, and even went so far as 
to violate the Sabbatarian law when its 
observance would cost him a bodily pahy.

Pian for a Novel Celebration of the Fourth 
of July. 


NEw YorK, June 8.—Miss Mary Desha, rep- 
resenting the Daughters of the American 
Revolution in thé Columbia Liberty Bell 
Committee, has addressed a letter from 
Washington to the managers of the World’s 
Exhibition at Chicago urging that the Fourth 
of July next shall be particularly Liberty 
Bell Day, the honors being divided between 


the old Liberty bell and the Columbian 
lAberty belithat will be runs for the first 
time on that day. She also urges that not 
only the Sons and Daughters of the American 
Revolution, but all other patriotic societies, 
shall join that day, eachinthe different lo- 
calities throughout the United States, in fol- 
lowing Chicago’s example, and in having an 
old fashioned Fourth of July, calling the 
event particularly Liberty Bell Day.

MAY STOP THE CARAVELS. 

MONTREAL, Canada, June 38.—Information 
has been received here of a serious break in 
the Cornwall Canal.

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MRE. ANDERSON’S PICTURE. 


Veiling It Generally Regarded as Very 
Bad Taste. 


Paris, June 8.—Paris painters and sculptors 
are agreed about the absurdity and bad 
taste of the United States Art Department of 
the World's Fair in regard to Mr. A. A. Ander- 
son’s picture of the Woman Taken in 
Adultery.’’ Sculptor Feliman Maurice Char- 
pentier, who has just won the honor 
medal ih his section at the Salon in the 


Champs Elysees, said: ‘‘My opinion ig that 
the action is absurd. Americans have no 
richt to screen a picture in a foreign section. 
Suppose a similar case here, the Government 
would not have the right to shut it from view as 
a foreign work. It is a question or right and 
wrong, and not of value or morality of the 
work.’’ 

r. Alexander Harrison said: ‘‘I have not 
seen the picture, but as a matter of principie 
the thing is absurd. It is highly probable 
they have done an extremely foolish thing in 
veiling the canvas. I know nothing of the 
original refusal, but they had no business in 
the foréign section, and veiling it on alleged 
more grounds is ridiculous and provin- 
cial. 

Mr. Henry Bacon thought those who refused 
and covered the picture must have been Mr, 
Anderson’s friends, for they could have done 
nothing which could have given him more 
prominence or his picture more notoriety. 
Ir 11 really wished to vell the picture,’’ 
he said, they could have put it ih an 
obscure corner, where it never would have 
been seen. Nowthey have made it, though 
in a foreign section, the most prominent pic- 
ture In the American exhibit.’ 

Mr. Lesile Giffen said: It seems to me ab- 
surd that Mr. Anderson’s picture is not 
allowed in the American section, but, 
having found hospitality in a _ foreign 
art exhibit, it is worse than bad 
taste to put a curtain in front of it. Besides, 
they had no right to Interfere in that way. 
There is nothing in the picture to shock any 
sane person. 

Miss Katherine H. Grentorex said: ‘‘I 
think the action only makes the American 
committee ridiculous.’’

WANTS TO LAY IT ON BEER. 


J. Sterling Morton Has a Pian for Mak- 
ing Up Lost Revenus. 


NEBRASKA City, Neb., June 8.—Secretary 
of Agriculture J. Sterling Morton left for Chi- 
cago this evening. In an interview he said: 
The Republicans say that if we put crude 
materials, as coal, fron and wool, omthe 
free list it will reduce the revenue 


by from $20,000,000 to $ 25,000,000. Now that may 
be so, but we can more than make up for this 
by putting a tax of $1 per barrel on beer. 
This would bring in a revenue of $30,000,000 
and would make up the loss 
and $5,000,000 more. As it is to-day 
this tax is on those things we must have, on 
the necessities of life, but if it were levied on 
beer it would be paid voluntarily. The man 
who drinks the beer would pay the $1 per 
barrel, which amounts to only 2 mills en 
every half pintof beer, an amount of tax 
that would hardly be noticeable by the con- 
sumer. I think the plan is a good one, for it 
would afford plenty of revenue. 


SWEEPING BY HAND. 


Bicycle Enthusiast Claims It Is the 
Proper Way to Clean Streets. 


The sloppy or dusty streets of St. Louis are 
a constant source of annoyanceand unfav- 
orable comment. According toa writer, of 
bicycle proclivities, the entire system of 
cleaning and sprinkling asphalt pavements 
in America is wrong. He draws a 
comparison of the unclean streets 


in the eittes of this country, and the faultless 
condition of those of London and Paris. The 
cause is, he says, that in America the streets 
are cleaned by machine sweepers, which 
piaster the mud to the paving and leave it 
to dry and be ground to dust, only to be con- 
verted back to mud by the next 
sprinkling. In the . European cities 
named the sweeping is done by hand 
and the work is so thorough that 
sprinkling is rarely necessary, he claims. 
Each sweeper hasa certain area to cover, 
and with the ordinary broom he is abie to 
sweep off and not plaster down the mud and 
dirt. A comparison of figures shows, the 
writer alleges, that the cost of such labor is 
less than the combined machine sweeping 
and sprinkling, which is interminably car- 
ried on here, one making mud and the other 
raising clouds of dust, but this statement is 
doubted by others.

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TO HELP POOR BOYS.

Mr. Joseph Pulitzer's Gift to Columbia 
College Building Fund. 


$100,000 FOR THE BENEFIT OF DESERV- 
ING YOUNG MEN. 


The Donation Part cf a Plan Conceived 
acd Putin Execution Four Years Ago, 
When He Founded Collegiate Scholar- 
ships for Capable, but Poor, Boys of 
New York’s Public Schools. 


NEW Tonk, June 3.—The trustees of Colum. 
bia College have asked for $1,000,000 as a 
building fund with which toerect a suitable 
new home for the college on the noble site 
recently secured on Riverside Heights, over- 
looking the Hudson. No university in the 
world has a finer situation, than this. It is a 
matter of local pride with the citizens to 
make the buildings worthy ofthe site and of 
the great university that is to be planted 
there an ornament to the city and a monu- 
ment tothe cause of higher education. As 
an earnest of his interest in this move- 
ment Mr. Joseph Pulitzer. has given 
$100,000 to the building fund. He decided on 
the endowment which this sum provides as g 
permanent memorial of the tenth anniver- 
sary of his assumption of the control of the 
WoRLD. This special purpose for which this 
sum is given, and for which it is accepted by 
the authorities of Columbia College, is 
to provide for the poor boys of the pub- 


Ue schools of this city who win in open 


competition the collegiate scholarships 
heretofore established by Mr. Pulitzer 
an opportunity to obtain the preparation 
necessary to their admission to a college of 
the first rank. These collegiate scholarships 
were founded by him four years ago, on the 
10th of May. Heproposed to give,and has 
since given, $250a year forthe term ofa full 
college course to each of the twelve boys 
selected annually through open competition 
from the graduates of the grammar schools 
ofthis city, The object of the provision was 
to enable capable and ambitious poor boys 
to obtain the best college education which 
the country offers. The only . 
attached to the gift were: 

1. That the boys must be in such circum- 
stances as not to be able to take a college 
course without help. 

2. That the scholarship must be awarded 
after impartial and opea competitive exam- 
ination. 

3. That the boys gaining these scholarships 
be absolutely free to select their college, the 
only proviso being that it be an institution of 
the first rank. 

The scheme enlisted the attention of the 
class whichit was designedto benefit, and 
sixty boys contested for the scholarship the 
first year. Buta practical difficulty was en- 
countered at the start in carrying fout the 
conditions. It was discovered that the grad- 
uates of the grammar schools of New York 
are not fitted for entrance to any college and 
in the absence of a high school as part of the 
public school system no provision exists 
here for preparing poor boys for col- 
lege. In many other cities and nearly 
all the larger towns of New England and the 
West and inthe States outside of the me- 
tropolis provision is made either public or 
private, or by acombination of the two, 
whereby the children of poor parents may 
obtain free of charge for tuition preparation 
to enter any college of their choice. Even in 
Brooklyn the public high schools fit boys for 
admission to the highest colleges. 

The tax-payers of New York maintain the 
Collegé of the City of New York where the tui- 
tion is free and wherein a sub-freshman 
year enables graduates of the grammar 
schools to finish the course there in five 
years. But excellentasthe training there 
given is in many ways, it affords no free - 
dom of choice to the pupil, as the curriculum 
of the preparatory year is not adapted to 
meet e requirements of the higher 
colleges and Universities. For lack of 
other means, the winners of the Pulitzer 
scholarship have attended thus far the city 
college. There are now in attendance at 
that institution thirty-one of the holders of 
these scholarships. All stand well in their 
classes and will be graduated next year, and 
it is interesting to know that all ot them have 
the ambition and the intention to pursue 
their education. Four are looking to the 
medical Son two wish to become 
electrical en . others have different 
high aims in view.

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ment of $250 to each holder of a scholarship, 
would enable them to continue and complete 
their course, with such self-help as their va- 
cations will enable them to render,and which 
the limitation of the assistance 15 intended. 
for their own good, to make imperative. Pres- 
ident Low on the part of Columbia has warmly 
seconded the endeavor of Mr. Pulitzer, alike 
from sympathy with its spirit and purpose, 
and as additional means to those recently 
adopted and in contemplation form bringing 
Columbia College into closer relation with all 
people and especially to attach to itself in the 
splendid new home to whicn it is to remove 
in the near future still more of the bright 
aspiring and capable young men of the 
nation. Asa result of this provision and 
those * made by Mr. Pulitzer, there 
will be when the plan is in full operation, 
thirty boys, ten entering each year for a 
three-year course in the preparatory school, 
and torty young men in college, seventy in 
all in seven years and forever thereafter. 
Each one will receive towards his sup- 
port 3250 a yeer for the full seven 
years from the founder of the fund 
and his tuition free in the college for teach- 
ersand in Columbia College. This will give 
to each winner of the scholarships 31, 780 for 
his preparatory and college course, beside tu- 
ition representing $1, more. When the 
classes are all filled it will require an ex- 
penditure of 51, 780 a year to pay the allow- 
ance 

In founding this scholarship four years ago 
Mr. Pulitzer said: ‘My special object 
is to help the poor. The rich can 
help themselves. I pbelleve in seilf- 
made men. But itis not the aim ofthis plan 
to help people for ordinary money-making 
purposes. College education is not needed 
tor that. There are higher purposes in life. 
My hope is not that these scholarships will 
make better butchers, bakers, brokers and 
bank cashiers, but that they "will help to 
make teachers scholars, physicians, au- 
thors, journalists, judges, lawyers and 
statesmen. The certainly ously to in- 
crease the number of those Wo, under 
our free institutions, rise from the humblest 
to the highest positions. I have not 
entered on this scheme without serious 
thought. It was a dream of my youth. It is 
— conviction of my experience. I shall be 

yindeed if it should even in the small- 

ont egreeé relieve poverty, ald the cause of 
education and lift into a higher 
plane ofcitizenship and usefulness to the 
State, the children of the poor, who, in spite 
of talent, without such education cannot 
compete for the nobler prizeof an intellec- 
tual career.

‘VENTING HIS SPITE. 


Ingalls Taking Revenge on the Negroes 
of Kansas. 


DOUGLASS’ VIEWS OF HIS RECENT AR- 
TICLE ON THE COLORED MAN.

He Says Ingalls Has Forfeited the Con- 
fidence of the Race— His Story That 
the Negro Is Drifting Back to Bar- 
barism Untrue— The Race Is Ad- 
vancing: 


CuicaGco, l., June 3.— I consider John J. 
Ingalls a man who has lost the confidence of 
the colored people, said Fred Dougiass to- 
day in speaking of the Senator's recent 
article on the black race. It is not so many 
yearsago since he posed as a defender of 
John Browrrand the champion of the colored 
people. There have been but few national 
problems in the last thirty years on which he 
has not sooner or later been on both sides. 
He is now agitatinga subject that has been 
settled since the war settled the slavery ques- 
tion. Congress settled the enfranchisement 
question and the question of civil rights. 
The people have decided that the negro is a 
citizen, that he Is entitled tothe emoluments 
and honors of office, and that he shall be pro- 
tected in his civil rights. The social ques- 
tion cannot be settled by legislation. The 
rich man will associate with his class and the 
poor man in his class. A person may occupy 
a seat at the best table inthe land and still 
be as distinct from the company socially as 
the North Pole is from the South. Riding in 
the best car, eatingat the best table, and 
occasionally mixing in fine company does not 
make social equality. There must be mutual 
interests, intellectual and moral attractions. 

**‘Ingalls’ allegation that the Dlacks and 
whites are as far apart as in the beginning 18 
not borne out by facts. There has been an 
admixture of the entire negro population. 
One-fourth are members ofthe intermediate 
race that has sprung up from the admixture 
of the whites and blacks. Whether the pro- 
portion will increase in ratio in the future I 
do not know, but the evidence points that 
way. Iseethat he cites myself as an ex- 
ample of what he terms the super- 
iority of the Anglo. Saxon admixture of 
blood. He is pleased to say that whatever 
talents I possess Iacquired from my father. 
How does he know? My mother was a slave 
and the only one on the plantation that could 
read. How she learned to read I do not 
know. It is an accepted theory that the 
moral and intellectual characteristics 
are inherited from the mother. Equally 
baseless is his statement that no 
negro has ever held positions of 
trust and honor under this Government. 
John R. Lynch was in Congress and was 
temporary chairman of a National Repubil- 
can Convention. B. K. Bruce and ex- Con- 
gressman Elliott were influential members of 
both branches. I have been Minister to 
Hayti, and there have been other colored 
men who represented this country abroad.

Nu Yorx, Juhe 8.—Two bronzed and nat | 
tily dressed wheelmen galhled at the Wwonlb 
office last @venigg to raport that they had 
just fnished a bicycle trip around the world, 
which was begun in the summer of 1890. 
They were in splendid health, and, looking 
atthe handsome browned faces and clean 


cut, athletic bodies; it struck the bystanders 


that a ride around this world is not a bad 
thing in some respects. The young men 
were Thomas G. Allen of Ferguson, Mo., and 
William Sachtleben of Alton, III. They are 
stopping at the Astor House, and are 
full of reminiscences of their 
long and daring trip. There have been 
plenty of extended bicycle trips undertaken 
by venturesome persons before, but none of 
them has equated this. The feat is remark- 
able fora numberof reasons, not the least 
interesting of Whieh is that the young men 
made the ascent of Mount Ararat. They 
were the first white men to ride on bicycles 
through China, their road including the great 
Gobi desert. 8 
Almost three years ago they started from 
St. Louis, and, wheelingto this city, took 
passage for Liverpool. They went over the 
British Isles and from there to 
France, touching at all the 


chief cities. From there they followed the. 


Riviera along the Mediteranean to Genoa, 
Rome and Milan. After making a brief stay 
at Milan they continued onto Constantino- 
ple, From there their road lay through Tur- 
key to Asia, Persia was next visited, and 
Teheran was passed, 

The roads were in such bad condition that 
they laid up at Tashkend, Turkestan, 
Nov. 18, 1891, until May 7, 1892. 

They obtained passports through China at 
Verno and went by the way of Urmtal to the 
border of the Gobi desert at Hami, and 
thence to Sunchow. They finally arrived at 
Pekin, where a brief stop was made, and 
then they journeyed to Shanghai. In this 
highly civflized Chinese city their machines 
received a much needed repairing, after 
which they made their way by a devious 
route to Yokohama. At this place they 
boarded the steamship Empress of India and 
landed at Vancouver. Then they proceeded 
to San Francisco, where they arrived Dec. 
22 of last year. The rest of their trip was 
through Southern California, Arizona and 
New Mexico, and in the latter part of March 
they reached St. Louis, their starting point. 
A visit was made to the homes of the 
young riders and after a much needed rest 
the cyclists started from St. Louis to ride to 
this city and wind upthe trip, which was 
ended when they reached thé Astor House 
yesterday afternoon at 5 o'clock, They 
will be the guests of local Wheelmed for a 
week or 80.

PORTLAND, Ore., June 3.—Both Smith and 
Dempsey are in town, but they are really as 
farfrom fight as ever.

EFreparations For Entertaining Capt.

NEW TokRK, June 8.—The final meeting of 
the committee appointed to receive the Nor- 
wegian ship Viking will take place on Mon- 
day night.

PLATYPUS HUNTING. 


A Curious Animal Found in the Waters 
of Tasmania.

This animal combines the qualities of the 
quadruped, the bird, the reptile and the 
fish as none other does, This strange creature 
is found only in Tasmania. It is provided 
with duck-like mandibles, webbed feet, on 
which are placed spans hollowed like the 
fang of a serpent, and which the natives be- 
lieve to be highly poisonous; the tail of a 
beaver, the eyes of a mole, the body 
of. the musquash and fur closely

platy pus is a true mammal, giving suck to 
its young, but, unlike all other mammals, 
brings them forth as eggs. It leads an 
}amphibious life, obtaining its food in the 
water and on the banks of streams. Its 
burrow is very peculiar. The entrance is 
carefully conceale near the water’s edge. 
The animal, with its strong claws, digs a 
tunnel. It may be fifty feetinlength. At

Bullet Fired 
by His Own Soldiers 


BARRAXCA PASS PROVED THE TYRANT’S 
WATERLOO. 


‘After That Defeat His Followers Grew 
Discouraged and Open Mutiny Was 
‘Shown in Portions of the Army—An 
American and an Italian Imprisoned 
by Fassa Order — Status of the 
Canal Enterprise. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 8,—Residents 
of Managua breathe easier now that they 
realize they have no longer to Mer punish- 
ment at the hands of Sacaza’s followers. 
During all the weeks preceding the negotia- 
tions for peace, and while efforts were being 
made to dislodge the Revolutionists from 
their position.in Barranca Pass, those who 
sympathized in any way with the opponents 
of the Government feared to express their 
opinions in public, Spies were sent in all 
airections, There was constant danger that 
the sympathizers of the Revolutionists 
would either be thrown into pri- 
son or be punished with the lash. 
Sacaza’s troops were not at any time enthusi- 
asticin nis cause and the reverses at Bar- 
ranca Pass disheartened them. When 
ordered out the last time many of the men in 
the ranks refused to go. It was anopen ex- 
hibition of mutiny. The officer in command 
shot twoof the mutinous soldiers dut the 
men turned their rifies against him and the 
effort to get them in another fight was 
abandoned. 

Sacaza, himself, feared he might be assas- 
sinated by some ofthe revolutionist sympa- 
thizers and he left the President's palace 
oniy once after the war began. 
That one time was when 
the defeated troops came into Managua after 
the disastrous fight at Barranca. President 
Sacaza went outtocheerthem. He said he 
regretted their defeat, but that on the fol- 
lowing nay he would lead themin person to 
victory. Sacaza did not venture to lead the 
army, however. No one doubts that he 
feared he would be assassinated by oneof his 
own men. 

Your correspondent was surprised to find 
how general was the desire of the people of 
Nicaragua to turn Sacaza out of office. He 
was supported chiefly by office-holders. His 
following in Leon was gained through 
the local prejudice against the Granadinos. 
Sacaza did not realize how serious was the 
opposition until after the Barranca affair, 
but he was really glad when Minister Baker 
pavedthe way for retiring before he was 
forced to flee before a hostile army. 

Nicaraguans were not the only residents of 
Managua who feared punishment under the 
direetion of Sacaza and his officers. As 
cabled, an American and an Italian were 
imprisoned without apparent reason. 
Charles Deshon is the American who was 
imprisoned. He was born in Nicaragua, 
but is a citizen of the United 
States. Tle was arrested in Leon 
on the charge of sympathizing with the revo. 
lutionists, but was released at the request of 
United States Consul Newell. Signor Morico 
isthe Italian who was arrested. He is tite 
owner of a large estate in Rivas. Morico 
wentto Leon on a passport issued at San 
Juan Del Sur by the provisional government, 
Because he held the passport and came from 
San Juan Del Sur he was arrested on the 
charge of be ing a spy, but the Italian Consul 
interfered and Morica was released. 


AS TO THE CANAL COMPANY. 


PANAMA, Colombia, via Galveston, Tex., 
June 3.—The Panama Star and Herald has 
published an editorial ridiculing the intima- 
tion of Minister Guzman of Nicaragua that 
the’ Nicaraguan Canal Co. was supporting 


the revolution against Sacaza. It asserts 
that no political party in Niearagua favors 
the Nicaragua Canal Co. and claims that 
Favola and his associateswho led the revo- 
lutionary movement and furnished the 
money to maintain it—were on record against 
it, having on different occasions denounced 
the policy and inconsistent conduct of its 
American promoters. The Starand Herald 
alleges that the corporation is impoverished 
and maintains its existences only 


by passing the hat among the protected 


lords’’ of America. It says the company is 
unable to keepa single dredge at work or to 
finish the flimsy railroad which runs bacx 
into the dbushes and thatthe bar at Grey- 
town is rapidly filllng. The Star and Herald 
adds that its contracts are worth no more 
than the paper onewhich they are written. 


ENGLAND'S HAND. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., June 8.—No evidence 
can be obtained here indicating the exist- 
ence of a British conspiracy to reduce Ameri- 
can influence in Nicaragua, or to secure an 
interest in the canal scheme. It is suggested 
atthe State Department that a few adven- 


turers may have taken advantage of the 
revolution in Nicaragua to identify *them- 
selves with one side or the other in hope of 
reaping some benefit from the success of 
their party, but it is not believed that there 
has been any effort either on 
the part of Nicaraguans or their allies look- 
ing to the reduction of American influence. 
The revolutionary party, which is now in 
control of the Government, is very friendly 
to the United States, and is especially 
anxious to secure prompt recognition as the 
Government defacto. Reports, from Nicarg- 
gua, both press and official, show that gre 
care has been exercised by the revolutionists 
to protect canal property, and Minister 
Baker and the United states Consul mention 
courtesies extended them by the revolution- 
ary leaders.

CHOLERA SEEMS TO MAKE WO PROGRESS AT 
HAMBURG—SPREADING IN FRANCE. 


PaRis, June %8.—Hamburg, after one 
Geath from cholera, reported last week, 
shows no sign of the disease spread- 
ing further. Down on the southern 
coast of France the disease has become 
epidemic, while Mediterranean ports are 
quarantining against the ports of Finisterre. 
Since May 156 there have been forty qholeraic 
cases in the department of Mördihan, 
twenty-three of which terminated fatally.

CURIOUS INKS 


Sympathetic Ink of the Ancient 
and Luminous Ink of To-Day. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

Rabelais compiled a curious list of inks of a 
sympathetic nature, which were largely in 
vogue in his days. In his book, entitled 
Pantagruel, he makes his readers ac- 
quainted with Panurgue’s exploits in trying 
to decipher theinvisible characters of a let - 
ter which a Parisian female had written to 
Pantagruel. He held it up before the 
fire,’’ says Rabelais, to see if it was 
written with spirits of ammonia mixed 
with water. Then he placed it in water to 
disfover if the writing had not been done 
with syrup of tithymal. When this would 
not work he held it over a candle, which 
would have brought out the characters haa 
they deen written with the juice of white 
onions. By rubbing a part of it with nut oll 
he tried to find whether it had not been writ- 
ten with the sap ofafigtree. And if frog’s 
blood had been used in the place of ink the 
milk from the breast of a woman suckling 
her first-born daughter would have betrayed 
the secrets of that letter.’’ 

Whileat Rabelais’ time during the ser 
enteemth century French people adhered 
strongly tothe belief that sympathetic inks 
ofthis character could be and were used, 
they are now in high feather over the discov: 
ery of a luminous ink by one of their country-. 
men. This ink makes it 9 for letters 
tobe readin the dark. s of the French 
journals recently gave the recipe for this Ink.

ne summing up andthe interpretation of 
thie literature under this head carries wit it 
a high intellectual interest, and an interest 
which stands in strict rational relation to 
that great advance movement of the 
fifteenth century by which the old and the 
new continents were Druvuught into final and 
intimate connection, 

This old literature is of two classes. Part 
of it comes to us from the ancient nations 
whom I have first mentioned, and who were 
distributed around the basin of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and part of it is East Asiatic; 
the one, as I have suggested, looking to- 
wards the new continents over the great 
western ocean, the other over the great east- 
ern. The exploration of this ancient literature 
in both of its branches, and in proper connec- 
tion with the relative position of the old and 
the new continents—with the geographical 
distribution of the intermediate islands and 
seas—and with the comparative flora and 
fauna, arch@ology and ethnology of all, con- 
stitutes a highly interesting part of knowl- 
odge, and enters essentially into a truly 
rational conception of the total historical 
relation which our continent suStains to the 
others, ’ 

This part of the subjectis immense in its 
range, and it has given rise to a ponderous 
mass of literature, writtenin almost if not 
quite every language ofthe civilized world; 
but the inquest and the discussion are by no 
means exhausted, and it seems entirely safe 
to predict that we must yet wait a long time 
for the final conclusions of further research 
and discovery. Meantime Alexander 
Humboldt, whose genius extended so 
widely over the diverse field of natufe, has 

robably done more than anyone else 

this articular department of in- 
quiry. His very important work entitied, 
**A Critical Examination of the History of the 
New Continent’’ 
(°° ss lv histoire de ita 
—— noveau continent) is 
justly regarded as a masterpiece of learning 
and criticism, bringing together and subject- 
ing to judicious examination well nigh the 
entire mass of the then known documents, 
legends, myths and facts relative to the 
entire pre-Columbian time of America. 

But, as I have intimated, our ancient pe- 
riod expands beyond all possibility of the 
early settlement of its difficulties, if indeed 
its main prodlems shall ever be definitely and 
satisfactorily solved. Forinstance, whence 
came those numerous tribes and nations 
which the Europeans found distributed over 
both the American continents from 
the Arctic Circle to Terra del Fuego? Were 
they indigenes? . Or, what seems greatly 
more probable, were they immigrants from 
the other continents? And, if so, at what 
time and by what routes-did they reach the 
shores of the New World? These are some of 
the questions connetted with probably 
the rst discovery of America from 
Europe- Asia. It seems highly prob- 
able that some branches of the human race 
were living on these continents as far back 
as the time when all of our Old World bis- 
tories become archaic and fabulous; ut a time 
more ancient than the journey of Jacob into 
Egypt, or the emigration of Abraham from 
Ur of the Chaldees.

ropeans. 

Leaving aside the story of Fusang, which 
belongs to Eastern Asia and the Pacific 
Ocean (the burden of whichis that the Cnhi- 
nese discovered the western coast of Mexito 
in the fifth century), there are numerous ac- 
counts of bold voyages —— the open Atlantie 
from the coasts of Eprope, interspersed 
here and there ffom the sixth ceatury down 
to the time Of Columbus. Of these I will here 
only allude to the voyages of the Vikings, or 
sea rovers of Norway, for the rea- 
son that these voyages and their 
results appear to come more directly than the 
rest into the category of historical certainty. 
It is historically certain that the Northmen 
established a settlement in Iceland, on the 
very verge of the Arctic Circle,as early as the 
latter part of the ninth cehtury—a settle- 
ment Which remains there to this day, after 

the lapse of more than 1,000 years from the 

time of its foundation, it is historid- 
ally certain established 
settiements on coast 
of Greenland as early as the latter part of 
the tenth century, settiements which con- 
tinued for 400 years before they were aban- 
doned, and the humble architectural ruins of 
which are still extant, and have been 
sketched in recent years by Nordenskjold and 
Hayes. And it is next to historically certain 
that these same Northmen, pushing their ad- 
venturous way only a little further west, dis- 
covered the main land of America, "at a 
rather high northern latitude, about the year 
1000 of our era Humboldt gives full and un- 
hesitating credence to the claim for the dis- 
covery of América by the Northmen; but the 
general consensus of American opinion onthe 
subject seems to de that whiist zhe fact of such 
discovery is eminently preobadic, it is not his- 
torically certain. if I were to venture an 
opinion of my own on the point, it would be 
thatthe discovery was actually made, and 
that the tendency of further investigation of 
the question will be to confirm the claim of 
the Northmen. I will add that these Norse 
enterprises seem to have been purely spon- 
taneous, and to have been ehtered upon 
without any known influence from the geo- 
graphical knowledge of the ancients. 

It is not, however, my intention in this 
article to discuss any disputed question con- 
nected with the discovery of the American 
Continents, but to present some “idea of the 
wide range of the subject, and of the broad, 
rational spirit in which it ‘should be studied. 
Here, as everywhere else, the past 
Hives and works in the present. 
The evolution of a fuller knowl. 
edge of our earth, taking its start in the re- 
motest antiquity, works its way through the 
middle ages, under forms and with results 
which it is absolutely necessary to take into 
account, in order to form a rational concep- 
tion of the geographical history of the new 
world, 

8. This brings us to the epoch ushered in by 
Columbus, and to the accompanying crowd 
of startling events which burst suddenly 
upon the view: the great navigator’s discov- 
ery of tropical America; the successive voy- 
ages of further discovery to which 
this speedily led; the consequent rapid 
construction of a more and more com- 
plete map of both the new continents and 
of the entire globe; the colonization of the 
New World by the populations of the Old 
along lines Of emigration which are prox!- 
mately lines of latitude, thus reviving in the 
two Americas a distinct modified image of 
Europe in all its extent, from the Mediterra- 
neantothe Arctic Ocean, but on a much 
greater physical scale; "the founding of 
humerous hew nations upon the new con- 
tinents, which in their aggregate weight, are 
making haste to double the resources of the 
world’s civilization, and one alone of which, 
(our own United States), if i shail prove 
worthy of tts tunequailed opportunities, -wiil 
undoubtedly exert im the coming time a 
greater influence upon the total destiny of 
mankind than has been exerted in the past 
, by the prodigious power of all- conquer ing 

tome, or by the like prodigious power of all- 
colonizing England. 

Thus Columbus stands at the threshold of 
a new order of things upon a gigantic scale, 
He stands as the world's final usher toa new 
vista, whose Vast expanse,in its physical as- 
pect, is similar to that of the Eastern Conti- 
nents, and whose Swiftiy growing import-

TWO NEW MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


The Pedal-Olarinet and Cornophone 

Which Have Been Recently Invented. 
Written for the SUNDAY Posr-Disr Aron. 

The number of harmonious effects that can 
be produced and that are quite agreeable to 
the ear is very limited, and itis a matter of 
surprise that it is as great as it is, when tak- 
ing into consideration that music as a whole 
is based upon a composition of like elements 
—the seven notes of the scale, 

Since it is almost an impossibility for com- 
posers and musicians to produce new and 
startling effects on the musical instruments 
now known tothe world they are forced to 
turn their attention to the ereation of new 


ones. 
Fontaine-Besson, a Frenchman, has been 
working in that direction and has com 


structed two new musical instruments, the 
pedal-clarinet and the cornophone, both of 
which are destined to fn an aching voli in 
orchestral instrumentation by increasing the 
volume of sound and by adding (to express it 
in Gounod’s language) hew colors to the 
palet of the tone-painter. 

The pedal-clarinet, or double bass, ig 
pitched an octave lower than the ordinary 
base clarinet. It id pitched in B flat and 
goes down to A natural, or even A flat. With 
the addition of this new instrument the 
clarinets embrace six octaves. The pedai- 
clarinet has the same mouthpiece as the 
ordinary clarinet, with a come or tube the

CURIOUS INES 


Sympathetic Ink of the Ancient Time 
and Luminous Ink of To- Day. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 

Rabelais compiled a curious list of inks of a 
sympathetic nature, which were largely in 
vogue in his days. In his book, entitled 
**Pantagruel,’’ he makes his readers ac- 
quainted with Panurgue’s exploits in trying 
to decipher the invisible characters of a let - 
ter which a Parisian female had written to 
Pantagruel. He held it up before the 
Are, says Rabelais, to see if it was 
written with spirits of ammonia mixed 
with water. Then he placed it in water to 
dis€over if the writing had not been done 
with syrup of tithymal. When this would 
not work he held it over a candle, which 
would have brought out the characters had 
they been written with. the juice of white 
onions. By rubbing a part of it with nut oll 
he tried to find whether it had not been writ- 
ten with the sap of a fig tree. And if frog’s 
blood had been used in the place of ink the 
milk from the breast of a woman suckling 
her first-born daughter would have betrayed 
the secrets of that letter. 

Whileat Rabelais’ time during the sev 
enteeuth century French people adhered 
strongly tothe belief that sympathetic inks 
ofthis character could be and were used, 
they are now in high feather over the discov- 
ery of a luminous ink by one of their country- 


tobe readin the dark. One of the French 
journals recently gave the recipe for this ink. 
A phosphorescent compound can be obtained 
— calcinating carbonate of chalk with sul - 
phur. 


Messrs. Peligot and Becquerel, both of 
whom gave this matter a great deal 
of study say now thdt the yellow 
glow can be obtained by adding to the above 
mixture from ito 2 per eent ok peroxyde of 
manganese. To make the writing appear in 
a green light it is necessary to mix with the 
above a little carbonateof soda, and for the 
blue from ito 2 per cent of a bismuth com- 
pound may be used. 

By porphyrizing these phosphorescent sub- 
Stances and adding to them a small quantity 
of linseed oli, the mixture can be used for 
typographic impressions from whith plates 
can be printed, which, exposed to the light 
in the day-time, appear luminous at night.

The 
Vague, the indeterminate; has constantly 
preceded the more definite and complete 
stage of knowledge. 


the literature under this head carries with it 
a high intellectual interest, and an interest 
which stands in strict rational relation to 
that great advance movement of the 
fifteenth century Dy which the old and the 
new continents were bruught into final and 
intimate connection. 

This old literature is of two eiasses. Part 
of it comes to us from the ancient nations 
whom I have first mentioned, and who were 
distributed around the basin of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, and part of it is East Asiatic; 
the one, as I have suggested, looking to- 
wards the new continents over the great 
western ocean, the other over the great east- 
ern. The exploration of this ancient literature 
in both of its branches, and in proper connec- 
tion with the relative position of the old and 
the new continents—with the geographical 
distribution of the intermediate islands and 
seas—and with the comparative flora and 
fauna, archeology and ethnology of all, con- 
stitutes a highly interesting part of knowl- 
edge,and enters essentially into a truly 
rational conception of the total historical 
relation which our continent sustains to the 
others, ’ 

This part of the subjectis immense in its 
range, and it has given rise to a ponderous 
mass of literature, writtenin almost if not 
quite every language ofthe civilized world; 
but the inquest and the discussion are by no 
means exhausted, and it Seems entirely safe 
to predict that we must yet wait a long time 
for the final conclusions of further research 
and discovery. Meantime Alexander 
Humboldt, whose genius extended so 
widely over the diverse field of natufe, has 

robably done more than anyone else 

this particular department of in- 
guiry. His very important work entitied, 
**A Critical Examination of the History of the 
Geography of the New Continent’’ 
(**Ewamen Critique de Ul histoire de ta 
geographie du noveau continent’’) is 
justly regarded as a masterpiece of learning 
and criticism, bringing together and subject- 
ing to judicious examination well nigh the 
entire mass of the then known documents, 
legends, myths and facts relative to the 
entire pre-Columbian time of America. 

But, as I have intimated, our ancient pe- 
riod expands beyond all possibility of the 
early settlement or its difficulties, if indeed 
its main prodlems shall ever be definitely and 
satisfactorily solved. Forinstance, whence 
came those humerous tribes and nations 
which the Europeans found distributed over 
both the American continents, from 
the Arctic Circle tu Terra dei Fuego? Were 
they indigenes? . Or, what seems greatly 
more probable, were they immigrants from 
the other continents? And, if so, at what 
time and by what routesdid they reach the 
shores of the New World? These are some of 
the questions connetted with probably 
the discovery of America from 
Europe- Asia. It seems highly prob- 
able that some branches of the human race 
were living on these continents as far back 
as the time when all of our Old World bis- 
torles become archaic and fabailous; ut a time 
more ancient than the journey of Jacob into 
Egypt, or the emigration of Abraham from 
Ur of the Chaldees. “We may, I think, safely 
revive an image of these conti. 
nents, with their grade human 
Genizens, at a time perhaps as re- 
mote ns when the Egyptians were Dullding 
their first pyramids on the Upper Nile; when 
all Europe was yet a savage wilderness in- 
habited by savage men; and when Rome, 
Athens and Jerusalem were only potentiali: 
ties of the future.

rants from without, we are confronted with

had in the middle ages. And it is easy to see 
that this knowledge acted asa very power- 
ful impulse in the direction of further discov- 
ery—in the direction of a complete geo- 
graphical conquest of the globe. 

And we are here to examine 
and appreciate the various nau- 
tical enterprises of this middle period— 
all having a direct tendency to uncover the 
Western Continents to the modern Eu- 
ropeans. 

Leaving aside the story of Fusang, which 
belongs to Eastern Asia and the Pacific 
Ocean (the burden of whichis that the Cnhi- 
nese discovered the western coast of Mexieo 
in the fifth century), there are numerous ac- 
counts of bold voyages into the open Atlantic 
from the coasts of Eprope, interspersed 
here and there from the sixth century down 
to the time of Columbus. Of these I will here 
only allude to the voyages of the Vikings, or 
sea rovers of Norway, for the rea- 
son that these voyages and their 
results appear tocome more directly than the 
rest into the category of historical certainty. 
It is historically certain that the Northmen 
established a settlement in Iceland, onthe 
very verge of the Arctic Circle,as early as the 
latter part of the ninth cehtury—a settle- 
ment Which remains theretothis day, after 
the lapse of more than 1,000 years from the 
time of its foundation. It is historio- 
ally certain that they established 
settlements on the western coast 
of Greenland as early as the latter part of 
the tenth century, settiements which con- 
tinued for 400 years before they were aban- 
doned, and the humble architectural ruins of 
which are still extant, and have been 
sketched in recent years by Nordenskjold and 
Hayes. And it is next to historically certain 
that these same Northmen, pushing their ad- 
venturous way only a little further west, dis- 
covered the main land of America, at a 
rather high northern latitude, about the year 
1000 of our era Humboldt gives full and un- 
hesitating credence to the claim for the dis- 
covery of America by the Northmen; but the 
general consensus of American opinion on the 
subject seems to be that whilist the fact of such 
discovery is eminently predabdic, it is not his- 
torically certain. If I were to venture an 
opinion of my own on the point, it would be 
thatthe discovery was actually made, and 
that the tendency of further investigation of 
the question will be to confirm the claim of 
the Northmen. I will add that these Norse 
enterprises seem to have been purely spon- 
taneous, and to have been ehtered upon 
without any known infinence from the geo- 
graphical knowledge of the ancients. 

It is not, however, my intention in this 
article to discuss any disputed question con- 
nected with the discovery: of the American 
Continents, but to present. some idea of the 
wide range of the subject, and of the broad, 
rational spirit in which it should be studied. 
Here, as everywhere else, the past 
ives and works in the present. 
The evolution of a fuller knowl. 
ed ge of our earth, taking its start in the re- 
motest antiquity, works its way through the 
middle ages, under forms and with results 
which it is absolutely necessary to take into 
account, in order to form a rational conceép- 
tion of the geographical history of the new 
world, 

8. This brings us to the epoch ushered in by 
Columbus, and to the accompanying crowd 
of startling events which burst suddenly 
upon the view: the great navigator’s discov- 
ery of tropical America; the successive voy- 
ages of further discovery to which 
this speedily led; the consequent rapid 
construction of a more and more com- 
plete map of both the new continents and 
of the entire globe; the colonization of the 
New World by. the populations of the Old 
along Unes Of emigration which are proxi- 
mately lines of latitude, thus reviving in the 
two Americas a distinct modified image of 
Europe in all its extent, from the Mediterra- 
neantothe Arctic Ocean, but on a much 
greater physical scale; .the founding of 
numerous hew nations upon the new con- 
tinents, Which, in their aggregate weight, are 
making haste to double the resources of the 
world’s civilization, and one alone of which, 
(our own United States), if #@ shall prove 
worthy of its tinequailed opportunities, -wiil 
undoubtedly exert im the coming time a 
greater influence upon the total destiny of 
mankind than has been exerted in the past 
by the prodigious power ot all-conquering 
Rome, or by the like prodigious power of all- 
colonizing England. 98

TWO NEW MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


The Pedal-OClarinet and Cornophone 

Which Have Been Recently Invented. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post-DIsPATCH. 

The number of harmonious effects that can 
be produced and that are quite agreeable to 
the ear is very limited, and itis a matter of 
surprise that it is as great as it is, when tak- 
ing into consideration that music as a whole 
is based upon a composition of like elements 
—the seven notes of the scale, 

Since it is almost an impossibility for com- 
posers and musicians to produce new and 
startling effects on the musical instruments 
now known tothe world they are forced to

come Insane—Police Aid Invoked to 
Find Him--Comptroller Eckles Aston- 
ishes Chicago Bankers and New 
Yorkers With New Rules on Reorgant- 
nation of Broken Banks—The Deposi- 
tors to Be Protected. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—Assignment in the Coun- 
ty Court was made this morning by Herr- 
man Schaffner & Co. of 100 Washington 
street, one of the oldest private banking con- 
cerns of the ‘city, No statement of the at- 
fairs of the bank was filed inthe application 
for a receiver. 

Schaffner & Co, have been the largest pri- 
vate concern in this city or in the Northwest, 
dealing exclusively in commercial paper. 
The firm was also about the oldest one of its 
kind in Chicago. 

The assignment ofthe bank was made to 
the American Trust and Savings Bank. 
EHarly to-day the cashier of that establish- 
ment visitedthe bdnk atthe Title & Trust 
Building only to find large and demonstrative 
crowds assembled and the doors closed. To 
add tothe excitement it was reported that 


Schaffner had committed suicide. 


In the absence of a statement by the as- 
signee, it is given out, but not authoritatively 
by those concerned, that the liabilities of the 
concern will not exceed $500,000, and that the 
Assets more than cover the amount. 

The tallure caused one of the most exciting 
scenes ever witnessed on the floor of the Chi- 
cago Stock Exchange. From the opening to 


the close the bidding was spirited and an 


immense numberof deals was put through. 
Stocks declined with surprising rapidity, and 
foratime the oldest brokers were at a loss 
to estimate how long the slumping would 
continue. Asa resultof the day’s trading 
many ofthe small holders of West Chicago 
Raifway and North Chicago Street Rallway 
stocks have serious trouble in meeting their 
margins. North Chicago Street Railway left 
off ten points below the starting point. 

The assignment was undoubtedly caused by 
the disappearacce of Herman Schaffner, the 
senior member of the firm, of which the 
other member is A. G. Becker. For several 
days the bank, itis said, has beenin trouble 
and the impending disaster appeared 
to have a most distressing ef- 
fect upon Mr. Schaffner. Yesterday after- 
noon he left the bank and since that time he 
has not been seen. The worst is feared by 
his friends and business associates. During 
yesterday afternoon he did not appear at his 
usual places, and all during the evening a 
vigorous ¢eareh Was maintained by his fam -

Mr. Schaffner’s partner was so much moved 
over the disappearance of his associate that 
last night he became ill and to-day he is at 
home suffering from depression 
and soil that confined 

his The fears 
are entertained by „ Schaffner’s 
friends for his safety. It is said that acute 
mental aberration is not unknown in his 
family. It is feared that the trouble threat- 
ened by the shadow ofthe coming business 
collapse may have made him temporarily ir- 
responsible mentally and that an accident of 
some kind may have overtaken him. 
R. Chapman, cashier of the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, put up the follow- 
ing notice:

»The disturbanée in the ratio of silver to 
partly due to increused production dur- 
ing the past fifteen years and partly to inim- 
ical legisiation, has undoubtedly passed its 
Maximum. Any _ ag yy movement legis- 
latively will now in agreement with the 
purposes of the Brussels Conference, and the 
needs of India and all European merchants 
and manulacturers trading with silver-using 
countries; and the fact that the old bonanzas 
are pretty well worked out, with no new ones 
in sight, suggests happier days for the much- 
despised white metal. 

Attention is called to the fact that during 
the bonanza days of the Californianand Aus- 
tralian gold mines the same calamitous pre- 
dictions were made in regard to gold as are 
now enunciated by the enemies of siiver.

CHOLERA REMEDY, general attention 
than the best meth- 
ods of preventing the appearance of cholera 
Guringthe coming summer. In the June 
number of the Arena Dr. R. B. Leach suggests 
a novel remedy. He is a thorough believer 
in the virtues of arsenic, taken in the formotf 
pilis or hypodermically not as a cure, but as 
@ preventive. lie regards its use as a guard 
agalnst cholera as of equal value wit’ the 
use of vaccine matter as a preventive of 
SMall-pox. He argues: 

By taking arsenic we are actually occupy- 
ing the space and place demanded by the 
cholera germ in which to fructify and develop 
and thus we deprive the enemy of a vantage 


ground upon which to plant its guns for 
cramping the adversary. Under physiologi- 
cal effect of arsenic one cannot have cholera, 
because, as no two bodies can occupy the 
same space at the same time,’ so no two 
diseases, which must actually occupy the 
Same space and place td become disease 
(that is, to demonstrate their presence, such 
as arsenic and cholera), can exist in the 
same body at the same time.“

An article of great interest 
isthat published inthe June 
number of Harper’s Magazine 
of Henry Loomis Nelson on 
the Canadian French, under 
the title of ‘‘New France Un- 
der British Rule.“ Mr. Nelson has evidently 
madea very close study of the Canadian 
French, especially Of those of the province 
of Quebec. He has a warm affection, but ev- 
idently no great admiration, for the Cana- 
dian habitant. He regards him as essen- 
tially unprogressive. He says: 

The Frenchman of Canada remains essen- 
tially an Old World product. Centuries of 
lite in the New World have not transformed 
his nature. Histransplanting has modified 
his manners, given him new interests, sur- 
rounded him with new conditions, but In spirit 
he .cremaips What, his ancestors were when 
they came to New France from Normandy in 
old Franee. Heisthe same cheerful, optim- 
istic, pleasure-loving being that they were. 
In many réspects heisas simple as achild; 
in others he is as cunning and as gulleful as 
any sinall trader on earth.“

adian is seen at his best after he has emi- 
grated permanently to the United States.

Magazine on ‘‘Vivisection and Brain sur- 
gery,’’ written by Dr. W. W. Keen, An 
account qt the immense adwances made in 
this department of surgery during the last 
auarter ofa century is given, anda great 
proportion of the addition to medical knowl. 
edge is ascribe! to the results obtained in 
vivisection. He states: 
“itis evident that by experiment upon 
animals the motor area can be more easily 
and more exactly determined than can those 


regions which are the seat of the faculties of 


smell, taste, sight and hearing, the presence 
or absence of these senses in antmals being 
difficult to determine with absolute accuracy. 
Still more fs this true of the parts of the brain 
which have to do with mental processes. 
Yet disease and injuryin man, if they alone 
could answer the questions what part 
of the brain has to do with motion, 
what part with sight, what part with 
the intellect, ought to have answered 
«them long ago. No better evidence could be 
given of the supericrity of experiment upon 
animals over observation o 
disease in man in determining facts of this 
character than this, that those centers are 
best and most accurately known which can 
be determined by vivisection, and that those 
in which vivisection can ald us but little are 
still only vaguely locatad.’’ 
Dr. Kien gives instances in which remarx- 
able cures have been effected by the modern 
methods of brain surgery. 


Inthe June Scribner’s 
is an article on Life in 
a Logging Camp,’’ by 
Arthur Hill. Mr, Hill 


gives a most lifelike description ofthe log- 
gers, activé, enterprising, daring men, who 
are exposedtoall the inclemencies of the 
weather, and to as many dangers in their 
perilous calling as a soldier usually faces in 
time of war. What manner of men they are, 
their light-hearted recklessness, their care- 
lessness of consequences, their alternate 
periods of wearing toil and wild debauch, gs 
sO Vividly told by the writer that it is per- 
fectly clear to the reader, What the result of 
thelr work is can be best understood from 
Mr. lilll’s own statement. 

»The white pine supply of this country 
stands in the States of Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota; the pine forests of Maine, 
Northern New York and Pennsylvania hav- 
ing been long since substantially sweptaway. 
This timber reserve is fast diminishing, the 
out-put, for the last lumbering season, 
amounting to 9,000,000,000 feet, or nearly one 
halfthe lumbercut of the entire country. 
Jo produce this requires an army of 135,000 
men, or about fifteen men to each million 
feet. With the product of these States for a 
single year, a plank sidewalk three feet wide 
and two inches thick, resting on the ordi- 
nary stringers, could be built from the earth 
to the moon, 240,000 miles.

In McClure’s Magazine for 
June Prof. Bell makes the 
rather startling statement 
that he believes that elec- 
tricity may be used to enable men to see dis- 
tant objects, as distant sounds can 


now de heard. He relates an interesting 
incident in connection with the efforts that 
have heen madetoaccomplishthis. It was 
reported among electricians that 
he had placed in the Smith- 
sonian Institu e a sealed package 
explaining how this problem could be solved. 
There was no truth in the rumor, but a num- 
ber of inventors set to work, anda dozen 
announced thatthey bad made the discov- 
ery. As to the lines on ,which he expects 
vision to be transmitted Prof. Bell writes: 

„Of course, while the principle of seeing 
by electricity ata distance is precisely that 
applied in the telephone, yet it will be very 
muuch more difficult to construct such an ap- 
paratus, owing to the immensely: greater 
rapidity with which the vibrations of light 
take place when compared with the vibra- 
ticns of sound. Itis merely a question, how- 
ever, of finding a diaphragm which will be 
sufficientiy sensitive to receive these vibra- 
tions and produce the corresponding electri- 
cal variations.’’ 

That the probiem will one day be solved he 
feels certain.

while holding that Government to the terms 
of the treaties, the United States has consid- 
ered itself at liberty to violate them as it 
pleased. The Geary law heregards as pe- 
cullarly offensive and unnecessary. While 
scouting the idea that China would declare 
war, he states that the mandarins are shrewd 
enough to adopt other methods of retaliation 
wnat will seriously hamper Al foreign inter- 
ests.

THE AIRSHIP OF aer:al navigation appears 
THE FUTURE, in the June number of 
McClure’s Magazine from 

the pen of Prof. Bell. The professor holds 
some rather original views onthe subject. 
He maintains that the discovery of the 
balloon retarded the solutionof the flying 
problem fora century. In his opinion the 
fundamental principle of aerial navigation 


is that the airship should be heavier than the 
air. He says: 

**Electricity in one form or another will 
undoubtedly be the motive power for air- 
ships, and every advance in electrical 
knowledge brings us one step nearer tothe 
day when we shall fly. It would be perfectly 
3 to-day, to direct a flying machine 

y means of pendant electric wires which 
would transmit the necessary current ‘with- 
out increasing the load to be carried.“ 

Asa feasible means of propelling an air- 
ship a kind of trolley system is suggested, 
the rod hanging down from tue car to the 
wire instead of extending upward.

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WORLD’S FAIR RAILROAD RATES. 
St. Louls Passenger Agents Discuss ths 
Present Fare and the Prospects. 

The announcement ofa $ rate to Chicago 
from Cincinnati sent a Post-DISPATCH rep- 
resentative on a tour of the leading Chicago 
railway offices to ascertain why discrimina- 
tions unfavorable to St. Louls had been made 
in this matter. At the Vandalia head- 
quarters, the General Passenger Agent, Mr. 
J. M. Chesbrough, said: ‘‘Cincinnatihas no 


$6 rate unless it be for a special excursion, a 
one day affair. The Western Passenger Asso- 
clation has made a reduction of passenger 
rates to the World’s Fair to 80 per cent of the 
regular tariff. This makes the rate from 
here to Chicago $6.50 or $12 for the round 
trip. This is as much as the rates 
can be reduced without ruining 
all of our Eastern business In 
fact the Fair is having that effect now. New 
York roads have made no reduction to Chi- 
cago. The Pennsylvania, instead of re- 
ducing rates, have raised them—they charge 
$2 per hundred more for Columbian express 
than their usual rates. We think nobody 
has a kick coming at the present rates. The 
Illinois Central, which I represent here, bas 
spent $3,000,000 in improvements for the Fair, 
while the Pennsylvania Road has spent but 

750,000. Low excursion rates always de- 
moralize business because they affect not 
only through business, but local traffic as 
well. Awarof rates has sprung up inthe 
West andit will probably reach St. Louis. 
The fare from Kansas City to Chicago and 
return is now $17.50.’’ 

Mr. Alexander, chiefclerkof the Burling- 
ton route in the absence of the General Pas- 
senger Agent, was asked. Why is Cincin- 
nati favored with a lower rate to Chicago 
than St. Louis is, although more distant from 
Chicago?’’ lle said in reply: I don’t know. 
Isuppose it is because of bridge arbitraries 
and such other agencies the public never 
think of. Another reason may be that the 
people of Ohio and Indiana, which States are 
more thickly settled than Missouri and South. 
ern Illinois, travel more and the roads make 
up on local business what they lose on the 
through tariff. However, this is only my 
opinion given without reflection as we have 
no business at this office with either place. 

The General Passenger Agent and the chief 
clerks of the Wabash Railroad were absent 
and there was no one else would veuture an 
an opinion on the subject. 

At the office of the Chicago & Alton, Gener- 
al Passenger Agent D. M. Bowes said the 
Western Passenger Association had nothing 
to do with Cincinnati rates. The rates are 
as low asthe roads can put them, said he, 
ein fact the trouble is now to make up for 
our losses by the present reduction of the 
regular rates to 56.50.“ 

How Is it you can give arate one and one- 
third fare forthe round trip to some educa- 
tional or press meeting where you carry but 
a few people and do not do so for the Colum- 
bian Exposition which lasts for six months 
and will necessitate the carriage of so many 
people?’’ 

Lou have asked the question and I want 
to answer it as it will explain the whole mat- 
ter. The kind of meetings you refer toonly 
last from two days to a week, 
and we can soon make up our losses on them, 
while giving them low rates does not compel 
us to revise and change our entire tariff list 
throughout the country. If we were to give 
a low rate to St. Louis for the World’s Fair 
we should be forced to do the same for 
Kansas City, Omaha and allother points on 
our lines. This would ruin us. The roadl 
represent is paying the best dividend in the 
West and yetnoother business man would 
be satisfied with ans per cent dividend. 
The roads are operated now at as low a rate 
as is safe. The greatest difficulty in the 
way is the fact that our business all through 
the country must be regulated on our rates 
from st. Louis to Chicago. 

First came the World's Fair 
people wanting immense subscrip- 
tions and costly improvments on 
our part claiming that we would make 
immense amounts of money in consequence 
of the Exposition in Chicago, and now comes 
the general public asking that we operate 
our road ata positive loss, I do not think 
we are treated jystly at all, and the gentle- 
man looked very indignant that a lower rate 
than $6.50 should ve demanded for a trip to 
the World's Fair. 

Otner offices were visited, where the same 
arguments were advanced, it seeming to 
have been determined by all roads in the 
Western Passenger Association to claim thut 
the present rates are as low as the roads can 
exist upon.

AN HISTORIC CLOCK. 


It Was Struck by a Shell at Austerlits, 
but Still Keeps Time. 


TOLEDO, O., June 2.—In the dining-room of 
Gen. E. B. Finley’s elegant Crawford County 
residence stands an old clock that possesses 
a history of no little Interest. For 117 years 
the long pendulum has staidly vibrated for- 


ward and back, soberly recording the seconds 
of time. Standing onthe floor, inciosed in 
its old wooden case, it is fully 8 feet 6 inches 
in height; its old-fashioned face is p 

from dust and cobwebs by a homely 

door hung on plain hinges, which have de- 
come worn and creaky. Its long pendulum 
is suspended upon an endless chain, the links 
of which have been worn thin from continu- 
ous usage. The time-stained and ricket 
door opening into the frame is fastened by 
little hook nearly worn in two, yet tende 
holding fast to the staple as if loth to 


with its old companion, to which it basso 


fondly hung for so many years. 
The first twenty-nine years of its life were 
commonplace. It quietly ticked al in a 
rustic little cottage near Auster 
Moravia, until, on the mornin 
1809, the armies of Napoleon 
faced each other on the eve of dea 
flict. The cottage being midway between 
the two armies, the clock retrained from 
taking sides with eſther, until, ifwe are to 
believe the legend preserved to this an 
episode occurred which wholly chan its 
sentiments in that respect and gave ita 
shock from which it has never yet f re- 
covered.

About two-thirds of 
the vessels are bound for the United King- 
dom. The average passage from 
San ‘Francisco is 135 days, al- 
though some sailers have deen out al- 
ready 180 days.

The bulk of this wheat is sold at Min- 
— mainly to local millers. The de- 
mand from them is sharp. most of the time 
keeping prices above anexport basis. They 
areso nowand have been for a long time. 
In other words, a farmer can sell his wheat 
to the millers in Minneapolis for more money 
than he can get foriteither at London or 
Liverpool, freight off. The reason is, 
— that the flour made here 
of a better quality than that 
made by English millers, even when identi- 
cally the same wheat is used, and commands 
higher prices. This is due to the machinery 
used here being superior to much that is in 
usethere. For this reason English millers 
are forced to buy cheaper wheats from In- 
— Argentine and Russia, to mix with our 
— — in order to meet the competi- 
— the spring wheat millers. The trade 
in the leading English markets is called dull 
by millers here and prices there are very 
low, but the demand is picking up aud 
spring wheat flour continues to be pushed 
onto them and seems to stand at the head of 
patent flours, with the exception of that 
made in Hungary.

He declares he 
Will never again deposit a dollar in any of 
these little towns, and the Shippers who are 
not satisned with his checks can ship else- 
where. He stated, and expressed the senti- 
ments of all others here inthe assertion, 
that this depositing for the convenience of 
shippers was not only a big expense but a 
hardsbinv the fruit commission merchants 
should not submit to, for a great deal of 
money has already been lost in this way to 
every experienced merchant in the trade, 
Similar losses have occurred in Tennessee, 
Mississippi and elsewhere—a number of 
stores having fatled with whom such de- 
posits were made, This bank ten 
ears ago invited the merchants 

ere to deposit with them and they wouid 
charge only 2 per cent for paying their 
checks to shippers. The stores were charg- 
ing 1 percent to pay out. A bank with no 
broader or Hberal views than this remarka- 
ble proposition displayed. could hardly ex- 
pect to flourish in any community, for the 
management knew that the Danks at other 
shipping points made no charge at all for 
such work.

apprehension. The bank. sheet yesterday 
showed that the gold in the Treasury 
amounted to $91,489,271, and this does not 
take into account the big withdrawals in 
New York for export. With this deducted 
the balance ot the reserve is for the first 
time below $90,000,000, or exactly $89,931,217. 

The increased drain on the 
Treasury gold bas given rise 
to fresh speculation as to the policy of the 
Administration with reference to maintain- 
ing the gold reserve. When the amount fell 
below the $100,000,000 limit it was the impres- 
sion in some quarters, based, it was said, 
upon semi-official assurances, that the Ad- 
ministration would not permit the reserve to 
fall below 83.000, 000 before authorizing a 
bond issue. Now that the reserve is below 
$90,000,000, with the prospect of big withdraw- 
als next week, which, it is thought, will be 
sufficient to bring the amount down to $85,- 
000,000, there is much discussion as to what 
step will betaken by Secretary Carlisle to 
prevent the reserve from falling below that 
amount, 

Secretary Carlisie is confident that a bond 
issue can be avoided even with the unfa- 
vorable conditions now existing, for he be- 
lieves that the drain onthe Treasury is only 
temporary and that an influx of gold within 
a very short period is certain. One of the 
chief considerations on which this hopeful- 
ness is based is that found in the forecasts of 
unsatisfactory crops abroad, which were 
furnished in the Post-DIsPpatTcu cables from 
the cereal growing countries of 
Europe. The deficiency will undoubtedly 


be supplied from the abundant yield which 
is assured in this country, and the balance

MR. ECKELS’ CONDITIONS. 


The Comptroller Protecting Depositors of 
the Broken Banks. 


WAGHINGTON, D. C., June 8.—Comptroller 
of the Currency Eckels is determined that 
every precaution shall be taken to protect 
the depositors of the national banks that 
have been forced to suspend. Of the score of 
institutions which have become embar- 
rassed, some only temporarily, not one will 


be allowed to resume until he is convinced 
that no part of the losses involved will fall 
upon the depositors. 

Mr. Eckels made hig policy clear to the 
rapresentatives of two hanks who called yes- 
terday to discuss plans for straightening out 
the complications which brought about 
their suspension. The biggest bank fall- 
ure of the past few months was 
that of the Chemical National Bank of Chi- 
cago, which has a capitalization of $1,000,000. 
The managers are anxiousto have the bank 
reopened. Two. representatives of the 
directors, Mr. Bennett and Mr. Straight, 
came to Washington to-day and had along 
conference with the Comptroller, but with no 
result at all encouraging to them. They out- 
lined the various plans they had agreed 
upon, but Mr. Eckels declined to accept any 
of their propositions. 

Mr. Eckels has beer in office less than two 
months, but his thorough knowledge of the 
banking system and his straightforward, de- 
cisive way of doing business astonished the 
Chicago bankers. They used all sorts of ar- 
guments to induce the Comptrollerto agree 
to any of their plans, Dut he refused to yield. 

Mr. Eckels announced very emphatically 
that the banks would be allowed be resume 
only on the conditions he would name. The 
bankers asked him to state them and they 
were more than startled at his reply. 

In the first place,“ said Mr. EckKels, 
there would have to be an assessment of 50 
per cent on the stock, 0 per cent of which 
must be paid within thirty days and 
the other 10 per cent when called 
for by the Comptroller; 1 think this. will be 
sufficient to protect the de positors,“ 

The bankers exchanged glances, but made 
no comment. Then Mr. kekels said: ‘This 
assessment will have to be agreed to dy the 
holders of the capital stock.

But there two other conditions, added 
Mr. Eckels. ‘‘One is, that within forty days 
the shareholders, directors or officers who are 
directly indebted to the bank as borrowers, 
or indirectly as indorsers, and the corpora- 
tions in which the bank officials are inter- 
ested, shall“ pay into the bank 
every dollar of their obligations or give 
ample security for the amounts,’ 

The Chicago men were too much surprised 
to speak.

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PARISIAN HOTEL DOCTORS. 


They Are Foisted on Sick Americans Often 
‘With Fatal Results. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

Paris, May 24.—The attention of the tra vel - 
ing public has more than once been called to 
a danger which, in spite of all warnings upon 
the Subject, is still lying in wait for every 
foreign tourist who, on coming to Paris, may 
chance to be taken i. This is the difficulty 
of obtaining adequate medical attendance, 
even when the sick person may have taken 
up his or her quarters atone of the largest 
and best managed of the Parisian hotels. If 
the invalia is 80 fortunate as 
to provide himself, before leaving home, 
with the name and address of a reliable 
American physician established in Paris, this 
wise precaution: will avail him naught if he 
intrusts the message, summoning that doc- 
tor to his bedside, tothe porter of the hotel. 
Itisthe business of that functionary to at- 
tend to such matters. But almost invaria- 
bly he will make some excuse for not going 
in search of the American doctor. Either he 
will declare that he is out of town 
or that no such person is known at the speci- 
fled address, or that he has long since re- 
tired from practice and returned to his na- 
tive land. Then a doctor of the porter’s own 
selecting, a Frenchman who does not speak 
a word of English, will be brought to the 
patient’s bedside, and innine cases out of 
ten, the sufferer, discouraged and ailing 
and craving “for relief, will sub- 
mit to his ministrations, sometimes 
with disastrous and even fatal results. 
Now, if the French docturs so called in were 
men of skill and of experience the matter 
would be of comparatively little importance, 
The medical faculty of Paris includes as 
many brilliantand successful practitioners 
as that of any other city upon earth. But, 
unfortunately, the physicians that lend aid 
and countenance to this mode of action are, 
as may well be imagined, without either pro- 
fessional standing or skill. They are 
either very young or they are men who have 
never been able to secure a practice amongst 
the Parisians for some reason or other. They 

are in league not only with the porters of the 
different hotels but very often with the hotel 
proprietors, to whom they pay a large per- 
geonall the fees obtained from the 
guests at their establishments. 

If the sick tourist has not taken the precau- 
tion to provide himseif with the address of 
a reliable American doctor before coming to 
Faris, the best course for him to pursue 
would be for him to send a line to his banker 
or to the American Legation, or to the 
American Consulate, to procure the name 
and address of a trustworthy American phy- 
sician. He will probably be unable to pro- 
cure it at any one of the English pharmacies 
on the Rue de la Paix or the Rue Castiglione. 
It is pot their business to know any - 
thing about such matters, and 
they will prob ably profess the densest igno- 

rance. 

Another great trial to the traveler who 
falls mi in Paris isthe impossibility that ex- 
ists of procuring medicines after 10 o’clock at 
night. Idonot mean sofar asthe making 
up of prescriptions is concerned, but even in

The trial which begins here on Monday 
Morning is going to be one of the most 
memorable in the criminal annals of New 
England. “The findingof Miss Borden guilty 
would mean more thanthe branding of her 
as a murderess, it would mean that twelve 
men, after a careful consideration of all that 
is said for and against her, believe her to be 
mot only one of the most brutal monsters 


ever known, but that they believe her to be 
a woman in all respects the most astonishing 
in point of self command of which we have 


any record. 
SUMMING UP THE FACTS. 


The crime for which this young woman is 
to be tried was committed in Fall River on 
the morning of the 4th of August, 1892. It 
was committed between 10;30 and 11:15 
o’clock, and the house wherein it was com- 
mitted was and is still known as No. 92 Second 
street. It is in the heart of town and within 
two minutes’ walk of the City Hall. In this 
" house for many years there had lived four 


people, Andrew J. Borden, Abbey D. Borden, 
Andrew’s wife, Emma L. Borden and Lizzie 
D. Borden, the last two being daughters of 
irew Borden by his first wife, who died 
r twenty years,ago.

There was 
even a belief prevalent for a time that both 
Mr. and Mrs. Borden were killed by 
prussic acid before they were attacked with 
the ax. It is only MIlfeless bodies 
according to this belief, whose heads the 
murderer chopped to pieces to divert sus-, 
Picion fromthe realcause of death which 
could more easily have been traced to the 
Careful examination dy the best 
chemical experts in Boston of the murdered 
man and woman failed to reveal any trace 
whatever of prussic acid. Lizzie herself 
positively denied that she bought,or attempt 
ed to buy prussic acid. It will be one year on 
the llth day of August next, since 
she was arrested, although from 
the time of the murder she mace 
practicality been under arrest. In August 
she was taken tothe Taunton Jail, where for 
a while the confinement weighed ‘heavily on 
her and she could not sleep. Her health has 
suffered from the imprisonment. She never 
had a good complexion, her, face being 
inclined tothe pasty sallowness incident to 
tood such as the Borden type in New England 
are addicted to. The cenfinement has made 
her paler and has somewhat refined the 
rather coarse and heavy outline of her face 
andfigure. She will be taken to New Bed- 
ford and either her sister Emma or some of 
her friends will sit by her during the trial.

Anonymous Letters. Written by a Mono- 
maniac Found in Various Places. 


_ SIX YEARS AGO HE-AROUSED THE con- 
MUNITY, BUT ELUDED DETECTION. 


Every Effort to Trace the Letters Made by, 


the Banker, Whose Peace Has Been 
Destroyed, Proves Futile—Mrs. Taub- 
man Ig Nervously Frostrated and 
Cannot Tell the Story of Her Ex- 
Pperiences—An Arrest Made in the 
Woods—The Victims of the Letter- 
Writer. 


LEXINGTON, Mo., June 3.—Lexington has a 

mystery which has unstrung the community. 
A volunteer company of twenty-five citizens 
has joined the Sheriff in patrol and posse 
cuty in an effort toapprehend an unknown 
assassin who, it is charged, has made two 
attempts on the life of Mrs. Mary Traubman, 
one of the most highly connected ladies in 
this section of Missouri. 
Resident correspondents sent out brief ac- 
counts of both the attempts at assassination, 
but neither correspondents nor officers have 
made any headway towards clearing up the 
mystery surrounding the case.

A MYSTERY SIX YEARS AGO. 


About six years ago Mrs. Maria Woods, a 
most estimable lady, Was distressed 
by the receipt of annonymous letters 
filled with obscenity and abuso. Some 
of them were sent through the Post- office 
anda Government detective was engaged to 
ferret out the mystery. A man weli-known 
in the community left town about this time 
and did not return untiltwo years after- 
ward. That affair was never cleared 
up sO far as the public 
knew. It was supposed though that the let- 
ter writer had been finally scared off, and it 
was not until the early part of last January 
that any more of his kind of work was done 
in Lexington. Shortly after the beginning of 
the new year a revival was begun 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
of which the Taubmans are active members. 
Miss Annie Baum, a young woman of fine 
appearance was the leading vocalist in the 
choir. She was made the object of an attack 
from the unknown writer. Such notes were 
found tn all parts of the church,in the organ, 
along the aisles and even in the hymn books. 
It was supposed thatthey emanated froma 

oung man whowas knownto be violently 
in love with Miss Baum, but whose atten- 
tions she repelied. The notes continued to 
be sent for several months. Most of them fell 
into the hands of the sexton and were 
destroyed unread. After a while thers was 
a cessation of attack and it would seem that 
the fickie disturber of feminine peace had 
overcome his infatuation or that it was in a 
state of transference to another object. 
Three weeks ago the troublesome missives 
began to be received by Mrs. Edwin Taub- 
man.

Brief statements ofthe reported attempts 
on the life of Mrs. Taubman were printed in 
the telegraphic columns at the time. In the 
first attempt the shot was fired 
from the strect at the lady 
as she was standing in the spacious yard 
that surrounds the elegant Taubman man- 
sion on Sixteenth and South streets. The 
ball passed through her cape between her 
left-arm and body. The shooter. took to his 
heels and going south disappeared in an 
“adjacent wood, That was on Monday the 
29th ult, On last Wednesday 
while Mrs. Taubman was practicing on her 
violin in her boudoir on the second floor an- 
other pistol ball sped through the open win- 
dow, passing through a wire screen, and 
grazing the bosom of the persecuted young 
woman, buried itself in the wood-work of 
the further wall. Again the assassin es- 
caped, though search was instituted on the 
first alarm dy a posse of fifty men. Since 
then no clew to the perpetrator of the out - 

rage or tenable eory as tothe cause has 
‘been found, and the Taubman family, the 
authorities and the people generally are non- 
plussed and alarmed. 

The Post-DisPaTch’s correspondent yester-

There was no name signed to the epistle, 
the handwriting of which was effectually 
disguised by the — process.

I find them 
everywhere. They contain threats against 
the life of my wife, and this thing must be 
stopped.

Someof them con- 
tained allusions to other ladies and one of 
them threatened the life of James McGrew 
the wealthy mii owner, who has several 
retty daughters, Mr. McGrew also offered 
for the detection of the culprit. On one 
occasion Prof. Custer drove away a lot of 
noisy young men from in front of the church, 
where services were being held. The next 
letter received by the Taubmans contained 
an allusion to him. It declared that the 
writer would get even with him. By this 
time the notes had changed in substance and 
vowed eternal love for Mrs. Taubman and 
not for her husband as had been the case at 
first. It was taken for granted that the 
notes ‘were written by the same person, 
though this theory may not be borne out. 


WHERE WAS THIS LETTER WRITTEN? 


Week before last Mrs. Taubman went to 
the dank on the main street to see her hus- 
band, They started home together, but when 
they reached Sixteenth street, Taubman 
told der to walk on in advance and that he 
would follow and watch for clews.

Mr. Aull was not in town 
yesterday, but it was stated on the street 
after the interview with Mrs. Taubman that 
— roposed to let the matter drop. , This 
the fact that Mrs. Taubman is the only 
person to vouch for either of the assaults, 
and also the fact that another letter was 
found on Thursday morniag under the inner 
front door, which could not have deen 
reached by ‘anyone from the outside, have led 
some persons to believe that the missives and 
the shots were not of exterior origin, though 
the members of the family say there was no 
possibility of any intruder being in the 
house. 

A theory advanced by some resident of Lex- 
ington that the assassin was some discarded 
suitor of Mrs. Taubman reached her husband, 
who threatened to personally punish anvone 
advancing such an explanation. The lie is 
given tothis theory by the friends of the 
lady, ner high character and taultless life. 

Mrs. Taubman says she knows of noone 
whom she would suspectof playing such a 
role. Deputy Sheriff Fulkerson stayed in the 
house two days after the last reported shoot- 
ng and saw nothing to arouse suspicion 

lere. 

The aversion of the family to giving full 
statements, and the fact that Mrs. Taubman 
is confined to her room and cannot be seen, 
stops the investigation at present. 

The Taubmans refuse to submit for exam- 
ination the dresses which Mrs. Taubman had 
on when the reported attempts on her life 


were made, or permit an examination of the 


room in which She was when the shot was 
fired which Aunt Polly believes she heard. 
An exact statement of the movements of 
both air. and Mrs. Taubman from the time 
they left the bank to the finding of the letter 
at the front door, referring to the walk from 
the bank, ended only a few minutes before, 
would be important to the Investigation, but 
could not be obtained. 

The case is confused by the letter-writing 
feature. Though itis possible that the let - 
ters sent to various people mentioned are the 
work of a monomaniac having no connection 
whatever with the letters threatening the 
assassination of Mrs. Taubman, or the re- 
ported attempts on her lite during the past 
ten days. The letters in the case indicate 
that the solution of the mysteries now 
i gs — the town should be the joint work 

a detective and an expert physician.

Another Race on Between Two

MAGAZINE EXPLOSION. 


Sixteen Thousand Pounds of Powder 
Blown Up—Widespread Damage. 


VIRGINIA, Minn. , June 3.—Sixteen thousand 
pounds of powder stored in the Hecla Pow- 
der Co.’s magazine exploded last night in 
this village, causing a loss on stock 
and building of $3,600. Every  build- 
ingin the villago was damaged. The con- 
cussion blew out the front of the Bank of Vir- 
ginia, a mile away. The fronts of nearly 


every Duilding in the town were blown out, 
horses knocked down, men rendered sense- 
less and a number of unfinished buildings 
scattered tothe four winds.

THEEE-FOURTHS OF THE REGULARS DO 
A REGULAR COMMISION BUSINESS. 


They Place Bets for People Who Cannot 
Go tothe Track, andGet a Commission 
on Winnings—A Sport Which Has Be- 
come a Business. 


The growth of horse raciag as a matter of 
business)» with the several thousand patrons 
ofthe Fair Grounds track, the course across 
the river and South Side Park, has been 
something remarkable. Uatil the closing 
down of poolalley and the inauguration of 
y dally racing at South Side the local patgpns 
never had an opportunity to speculate on 
and witness the races atthesame time ex- 
cept during the spring meeting at the Fair 
Grounds, Now, however, they bave three 
reguiar tracks running for their benefit and 
one ofthem, East Side, also offers them a 
chance to gambleon the Western and East- 
ern events. The play on the latter races is 
the only. source of profit the course across 
the river has. The managers confess that 
the local races have been run at a loss since 
the track threw open its gates, but the 
foreign book profits have been of such a 
magnitude that a tremendous profit re- 
mained, even after the losses on the local 
races have been paid. An idea of what this 
amountstocan be figured out very easily. 
An average of nearly $1,400 is being given 
away daily in purses. In addition to this the 
cost of running the track, tbat is the wages 
of the officials, rent and the maintaining of a 
train to haulthe patrons over the river and 
back, wili readily run up to between $200 and 
$300 daily. This brings the total up to be- 
tween $1,600 and $1,700 dally. Now the sources 
of income are the three or four books the 
track maintains on the local races and the 
foreign book. 

Last winter the expenses of the track were 
about $200 per day less than they are at pres- 
ent, on account of the smallness of the 
purses, Besides between eight and fourteen 
p2ooks paid $100 a day to handle the local 
races. This cut the losses aowil to a mini- 
mum and left the winnings of the foreign 
book to be paid out tothe stockholders as 
dividends. Just what they amounted to no 
one but the stockholders know, but it can be 
relied upon the figure was mighty high, 
otherwise thetrack magnates would not be 
willing to losethe amount they are doing 
now daily, fighting the Fair Grounds. Now 
the question tothe uninitiated is, where 
did this money the track made come from?“ 
Or in fact, to make it more plain, ‘‘where do 
the so-called regulars who, of course, pay 
the bills, get their working capl- 
tal? They have no visible means 
of occupation beyond following the races, 
and any one who has had any experience at 
it will admit that the races are an awtui hard 
game to goup against. The chances against 
winning consistently, or even for a length of 
time, for one who starts in to makea living 
at it, are mighty small, and how © 80- 
called regulars can frequent a track daily 
and bet on every race run, in addition to also 
handing over their dally tribute, to the for- 
eign book, isa r to the vast majority 
of ple ‘who read da y of the usual crowd 
of 2,000 or 8,000 regulars being on hand to 
speculate at the course across the river,

They have the regular guides and keep track 
of the horses like hawks. If the bangtalls 
were torun as their previous performance 
would indicate, my backers would soon 
break the ring. Of course, however, they 
are unable to take advantage of the inform- 
ation one obtains at the track, such as when 
a superior jockey ison another horse and a 
sta ble hand on the one they select, or their 
horse is pot, bein played and 
counted in 2 * 8 
one! and the . — and other 
fiying around. However, except when 
a universally admitted fact that a horse one 
of my customers has selected is not out for 
the money anditis like burning up money 
betting on him, lalways place my commis- 
sion according to orders. Otherwise my pa- 
trons might loose confidence in me. As long 
as they have unlimited faithin my honesty, 
my position is worth having. When they win 
of course I get mycommission and when they 
don't Jexpect nothing. There are several 
hundred men following my occupation ever 
since racing became a daily occurence in 
thiscity. The class that we work for are 
chronic gamblers. In addition to playing the 
horses they always have lottery tickets 
and when they win nearly always go 
looking for a nice quiet, but stiff 
poker, faro or keno game. Weare expected 
to know of resorts where these games are 
run, and like the hotel runner we manage to 
make the keeper pay a price for drumming 

up business. 

A BUSINESS, NOT A SPORT. 

The explanation of the regular detailed 
above shows just where the money comes 
from necessary to support and make gigantic 
profits for the race-track magnates, It is 
the same money that supported pool alley in 
its palmy days, and it shows that there are 
people ina big city like St. Louis that will 
gamble under almost any circumstances. 
This class inciudes the ‘‘sporty’’ saloon- 
Keeper, the barber-shop proprietor, the em- 
ployes of the different sporting resorts, and 
even the mechanic who works for so much 
per uay. They all have that 
grasping aesire to get something 
for nothing, and gambiing seems to 
be the only honest way. This class andthe 
men they send to the tracks to bet their 
money are not true sportsmen. They never 
see any sport in a grand horse race, that re- 
sults in a hair-raising finish, unless they are 
onthe winner. They are also the class that, 
as soonas you inform them that Service, 
Morello, Ray S. or Yo Tambien won, will not 
ask as to whether it was a spirited contest, 
worth witnessing, but will inquire as to the 
winner’s price and tell what a *‘cinch’’ they 
figured out the race and how unfortunately 
they had not the cash to back the courage of 
their jJonvictions. This is the class that 
patronizes racing to-day and makes it a busi- 
ness. Every one init, from the track mag- 
nates down tothe regular patron, is out for 
what he can make. 


CAMILLE DOUCET. 


Early Struggles Of a Member cf the French 
Academy—Doucet’s Life.

PARIS, May 24.—M. Camille Doutet, Secre- 
taire Perpetuel of the French Academy, says 
that he considered himself honored more 
thanany other writer when he was called 
uponto fill this important office among the 
*‘*‘Immortals,’’ The other day laughingly he 
exclaimed: ‘‘Iamsl years old. Perpetual 
Secretary Ilive, and Perpetual Secretary I 
shall die, ifan Immortal ever dies. ; 

Among ail the Academicians I have met, 
Camille Doucet is the most smiling, most 
amiable and were it not for his aureole of 
white hair, unconcealed by his little velvet 
cap, one could not believe his great age. This 
charming Academician lives in the. Institute, 
and his apartment is in the second story; 
his study is filled with books, many of which 
were written by his colleagues, and nota few 
a the Secretaire Perpe fuel himself.

However, he was obliged to assist in the sup- 
port of the family, and he spent one year as 
a la wyer's clerk and six years as clerk ofa 
notary. All day long he copied legal acts and 
in the evening he wrote comedies. 

He was paid so little for his services by the 
notary that he never had a sou with which to 
buy theater tickets. These he was de- 
termined to procure, and often he sold one, 
or oven two, of his law books, and with the 
money bought a cheap place at the Odeon 
fheater, or the Theater Frencaise. 

July 28, 1831, was the turning point in his 
existence, and I have heard M. Camille 
Doucet relate the history of thatday. Froma 
desponding, discouraged young man he was 
lifted to triumphal heights, from which he 
saw a brilliant future. 

That day., said M. Doucet, there was a 
tree re presentation at the Odeon, and, as for 
hours the people formed a line in front of the 
theater, I went early. After I had waited 
more than two hours the crowd became very 
unmanageable; I was pushed and jostied, 
kicked and almost strangled. At least, I was 
thrown violently outside this surging multi- 
tude, and, humiliated, I returned home, not 
discouraged, and, determined not to lose my 
promised pleasure, I shut myself in my little 
room and wrote four stanzas in honor of the 
Dead of July,’ those who lost their lives in 
the insurrection against Charles X. 

**Pleased with my poem, I ate a substan- 
tial luncheon, and went tothe Odeon. There 
I found my enemies of the morning still in 
line, but 1 passed boldly before them and 
knocked at the director’s door. He was not 
very cordial, and when I presented my 
verses he said: ‘It is too late,’ and con- 
sulting his watch, ‘it is now 12 o' clock and at 
1 the representation will begin.’ 

Then I related mymdventure ofthe morn, 
ing and expressed my great desire to see the 
performance. The director smiled and said: 
Leave your verses and return in one hour.’ 
I walked around the Luxembourg Gardens 
and tried to resign myselftoa denial that I 
knew was almost inevitable. At the end of 
three-quarters of an hour I returned and as I 
passed before the green-room I nearly 
fainted from joy. One of the principal actors 
was rehearsing my verses. 1 could hardly 
believe my own hearing, and when I entered 
the direetor’s room his respectful manner 
completed my bewilderment. ‘Your verses 
are charming and will be recited this after- 
noon.’ 

The refrain of my verses was: ‘France 
Us sont morts, morts pour la liberte,’ and as 
this line was repeated, words cannot de- 
scribe the emotion, the enthusiasm of the 
audience. At last, the author was called for, 
and I was discovered, seated among the mu- 
siclans inthe orchestra. They asked for my 
name, which I had not given, but I thought 
of my parents, of my mother, the notary who 
would probably expel me from his office, and 
modestly, I replied that I wished to remain 
unknown. But that day my career was de- 
cided, and aithough Isaid nothing of my 
laurels to my unsuspecting mother and 
father, I knew that the future held in store 
for me even greater successes.’’ 

In 1865 the writer whose debut was made 
under such peculiar circumstances was re- 
ceived as a member ofthe French Academy 
to succeed Alfred de Vigny.

Not to particularize at too great length, at 
other points inthe drama, where it was in- 
tended to suggest rather than express the 
progress and development of the dominant 
thought and emotion, an accompaniment of 
orchestral music was again used with equally 
happy effect. Atsuch moments one hardly 
knew or perhaps cared just what the music 
was or whether it was well played or the re- 
verse. One simply felt that it was appropri- 
ate and that it was there asa fitting back- 
ground against which the actions and feel- 
ings ofthe characters of the drama were 
brought into greater prominence and thrown 
into stronger relief than would have been 
possible by the use of mere words, whether 
spoken or sung. 

Is it not a fact that the deepest emotions 
are those which least readily find expression 

ng of the proper wa 
of bringing the effect and meaning of su 
emotions home to an, audience ma manner 
which should appear atonce natural and 
true to life bas been one of the principal dif- 
ficulties with which dramatic artin all its 
branches has had to contehd since the. earli- 
est times. 

There can be no question that at the pres- 
ent time musical thought is on the qui vive 
for fresh musical development in the direc- 
tion of new musical forms. The power of ex- 
pression within the Umits of old and 
recognized forms to a great extent has been 
exhausted. Nobody has succeeded in saying 
anything new inthe symphonic form since 
Beethoven; no one has been foundto say a 
new word in operatic art since Wagner, and 
as regards other forms in both voca and in- 
strumental music the musical world stands 
inan attitude of — waiting and 
hoping for new developments 

Occasion was taken — to roter to as 
possible development in the line of chamber 
music by using the voice as an independent 
instrument in connection withthe other in- 
struments usually employed in such music, 
suggested by a contemporary, the London 
Musical Standard. The same paper in a recent 
issue makes some pertinent remarks as to 
other new ms of composition, and says: 

»The moulds in which music has hitherto 
cast her limitiess strains have not been too 
Varied, and even the most conservative of 
musicians must admit that there are further 
possibilities of extending the scope of the 
divine art,“ and goes on to offer suggestions 
as to the advisable abandonment of the strict 
sonata form almost invariably used and ad - 
hered to in chamber music. It says further, 
and with great truth, that chamber music as 
it has been and is now written is not inter- 


| esting, but that another form of it is possibie 


and that a single movement, complete in it- 
self and romantic rather than classical in 
tone and form, free in the development of its 
themes and tn its harmonic construction and 
tonality, would be a welcome addition to the 
concert room. Valuable suggestions are also 
made in regard to cantatas, which the same 
authority thinks might becast in shorter 
form soas to beequivalent to the one-act 
operatic formoreven reduced toa musical 
dialogue with orchestral accompaniment 
and so made more valuable fora general 
concert purpose.

Musical Standard bad omitted to mention what 
would strike one as the most Important pos-

Might it not well be possible to take a 
drama and so fit it to music in the shape ‘of 
an appropriate orchestral accompaniment 
that the result would be to all intents and 
purposes an operatic work without song?

QUEEN IS ENGLISH, 


Bhe Is the Handsomest Woman Among 
the Princesses the Duke Had to Choose 
From— A Rumor That He Loved Her 
Before Clarence Died. 


Paris, May 5.—At last the vexed question 
of the betrothal of the Duke of York to the 
Princess Victoria Mary of Teck has been 
settled by official announcement. The 
match was an immensely popular one 
when the ill-fated Duke of Clarence was the 
destined bridegroom, as much forthe charms 
and qualities of the young lady as for 
the exalted station of her betrothed. Poor 
Prince ‘*Oollars and Cuffs“ never was popu- 
lar till he died, and then all the world 
hastened to do homage to the innumerable 
virtues nobody had ever before discovered in 
him. And every one sympathized warmly 
with Princess May, thus suddenly snatched 
from a position of exceptional brilliancy and 
relegated to her former trying condition of 
poverty-stricken princess-ship. Poor com- 
moners can get along well enough 
and poor peers may marry 
American heliresses, but when poverty 
{s joined to royai blood the combination is 
anextremely trying one. I remember when 
Princess May. was presented at court on 
making her debutin society. Her maternal 
grandmother, the aged Duchess of Cam- 
bridge, bestowed on her not only the wild 
roses in diamonds that formed her appropri- 
ate ornaments, but also her very tasteful 
and girlish court dress in white satin and

Prince George was the first member of the 
royal family to attempt the task of consoling 
Princess May, and in fact it has been 
whispered that before she became the 
avowed choice of his elder brother he only 


the Duke of Clarence to some other Princess 
to go wooing the charming daughter of the 
Duchess of Teck on his own account. 
Certain it is that he has stead- 
fastly resisted all the pressure that 
has been put upon him since he became the 
heir to the throne to induce him to select any 
other bride. Queen Victoria is said to have 
desired to make a match between the Duke 
of York and one of her own granddaughters, 
either Alix of Hesse- Darmstadt or. Victoria 
of Sleswig-Holstein. The Princess of Wales 
would have been pleased to have him ally 
himself to her niece, the Princess Louise of 
Denmark. It is an open secret that the 
Princess Margaret of Prussia, the youngest 
daughter of the Empress Frederick, was ed- 
ucated and reared asan English princess, 
her mother having desired to see her become 
the wife ofone of the sons ofthe Prince of 
Wales. But Prince George has a will of his 
own and always declared thathe meaut to 
marry to please himself. 

Itisto be regretted that Mrs. John W. 
Mackay will be absent in America 
at the period of the royal  wed- 
ding, for she has long deen on 
terms of warm personal friendship with the 
Duke and Duchess of Teck and their daugh- 
ter, and the magnificent rooms of her house 
on Carlton House Terrace would doubtless 
have been the scene of some sumptuous en- 
tertainments in honor of the anticipated 
wedding. The Prince and Princess Christian 
of Sleswig-Holstein (the latter born Prin- 
cess Helena of England), the father and 
mother of the rival to Princess May—the 
Princess Victoria—have also quite a group of 
friends among the Americans in London, and 
the possible claims of their daughter have 
been regarded with great interest.

This 
is a tedious process and, where the teeth are 
very close together may take half an hour, 
but it is time well spentand the surest way 
of keeping the teeth clean. If done habitu- 
ally, there will be little need for a brush 

which rarely dislodges the rticles of food 
that hasten the decay of the Adjoining teeth 
and in decom posing taint the breath.

One of the most skill ful dental surgeons in 
St. Louis gives these rules for the care of the 
teeth: 

Use a soft brush and water the tempera- 
ture ofthe mouth. Brush the teeth up and 
down, before going to bed at night and after 
eating, whether it is three or six times a day. 
Use a good tooth powder twice a week, not 
oftener, except fm case of sickness, when the 
acids from a disordered stomach are apt to 
have an wunwholesome effect upon the 
dentine. Avoidalltooth pastes and denti- 
frices that foam in the mouth; the latherisa 
sure sign of soap, and soap injures thé gums, 
without in any way cleansing the teeth. 

‘*The very best powder is of precipitated 
chalk;it is absolutely harmless, and will 
clean the enamel! without affecting the gums.
